Baldwin's Tory Cabinet 
Ordered the Attack On 
British Labor's Left Wing 



By J. LOUIS ENCDAHL.

TODAY, detailed news arrives by mail of the British gov- 
ernment's attack on revolutionary workers in that coun- 
try. So-called liberals in the United States, who believe that 
"free speech" and the other alleged guarantees of the con- 
stitution are possiblo for militant labor under capitalism, 
ofton refer to Great Britain as their ideal land of "democ- 
racy" where speech is untrammeled, in Hyde Park for in- 
stance, and where a Karolyi would not be gagged. It is not 
expected that the present development wi|l change their 
mind in the least. But millions of British workers are real- 
izing, gradually but suroly. that they are living under an 
oxploiters' fist just as brutal as any in the world. 

It is importa.it to know that the attack on British labor's 
left wing was decided on at a cabinet mooting of tho Baldwin 
tory government, at which Sir William Joynson-Hicks. \ho 
home secrotary. received "fullest support in any action he 
might deem necessary." 

The result was not only a raid on the Communist Party 
headquarters, with the arrest of six of the party's leading 
officials, but also an attack against the Young Communist 
League and the Minority Movement in the trade unions, ' 
that developed groat strength and scored brilliant victories 
in the recent Scarborough conference of the British Trade 
Union Ccngress. The viciousness with which the raids were 
carried out is seen in the report appearing in the London 
Herald (Labor) in part as follows:

In the words of a declaration issued by the British Coirt- 
munist Party's political bureau, "the raids and the arrests 
had not come as a surprise." The success of the Minority 
Movement among Great Britain's organized workers was 
but the forerunner of new attacks on labor's most militant 
section, just as the American department of justice, during 
tho widespread militant strikes of 1922. opened its war on 
the struggling workers by first attacking the gathering of the 
Communist Party being held at Bridgoman. Mich. Yet these 
attacks were, nevertheless, assaults on tho whole working 
class. 

In Great Britain the last attack on the Communist 
Party, was on May 8. 1921. But that attack did not destroy 
the party, as the government had predicted and hoped. So 
now. in the words of the reply to Baldwin's government. 
"The party cannot be smashed." 

It cannot be smashed because its 
yrows out of the present industrial . 
greater and more intensive struggles t 
find thoir hope of success in its leadership, 
mental onslaught against tho British Communists i 
other confession by Baldwin's tory rule of tho seriousness 
of the present dark outlook for the empire. The British im- 
perialist lion roars in agony, but the workers press on '.o 
end his itareer forever.

g But the workers in Chicago's "Packingtown." for in- 
stance, know that the $10,000,000 saved annually in over- 
head expenses alone thru the merging of the Armour and 
Morris packing organizations, has not resulted in increased 
wages. It has brought only higher profits to parasi'.e stock- 
holders. 

Workers must recognize the era of greater mergers as 
a capitalist development that cannot be turned back, but as 
creating a problem that labor alone can meet and solve. 
Government endorsed monopolies help solidify the strength 
of the capitalist class, develops its unity in the "open shop" 
war against labor's organizations, and inafkes victories for 
the oppressors easy unless the workers realize that they. too. 
must etfect their consolidations, all-inclusive industrial 
unions thru the amalgamation of the present craft organ- 
izations. s~ 

This will 'of course lead to more aggressive struggles, 
to the final struggle for all power, when labor must take 
over the great industries as the property of its Soviet state, 
dispossessing the capitalist class and abolishing the profit 
in production. In that day of labor's triumph, the bigger 
and more centralized the capitalist monopolies are. the 
easier it will be to continue industry for the benefit of all. 
not to maintain it as now for the enrichment of the owning 
few.

TODAY, even the plaintive pleas of Cwrge Lansbury. paci- 
fist laborite editor, who hat some eympatby for the 
Union of Soviet Republics, fails to cover the ugly hag of 
British "democracy" with even a thin veil of pretense that 
the workers of "the empire" have any right to the enjoyment 
of olvil liberties. 

This very transparent shroud has been ripped off 
this dead thing in tho colonies, especially In India. Egypt, 
and South Africa, whore the king's rule jails and kills work- 
ers fighting for their class. But it remained for the attack on 
the British Communist Party, the Young Communist League 
and the Minority Movement in the trade unions, to help shat- 
ter a little more the idea that revolutionary workers in the 
British homeland have the right to spoak, write and meet 
freely. 

Poor Lansbury, however, tries to help keep up the sham. 
He appeals to tho great capitalist newspaper owners, for in- 
stance, to fight for the rights of the workers as follows: 

"Without any proper authority, and without any order Issued on 
printer or publisher, the whole of the London edit'on of thla week's 
Workeri' Weekly (Commun.n has been confiscated and carted off. 

"No one could have known v hat the paper contained, yet the police 
exercne their brute force, of course acting under orders, to auppreaa 
a newspaper. 

"What becomes of the freedom and liberty of the preas? And what 
Is the Newspaper Proprietors' Association going to do about It? I sug- 
gest to Lord Burnham and Lord Rlddell that If they allow thla precedent 
to pass without proteat, they cannot complain If, when labor cornea to 
power, the organized workera insist on the suppression of all paper* 
advocating tory, or, ae I would prefer to put It. aedjtloue vjews." 

Crowing numbers of revolutionary workers in Great 
Britain cease to worry about the futuro complaints of a capi- 
talist class in distress. They cheerfully let George Lansbury 
do it, if his many bitter experiences In the labor movement 
have not taught him differently. Yet he sticks his toe into 
the cold waters of the revolutionary struggle in England 
sufficiently to come forward to furnish bail for the arrosted 
Communists. Thus Lansbury at least gets near to the fight. 

Some interest attaches to the fact that the two Com- 
munists. Thomas Bell and William Gallacher, arrested in 
Scotland, wore escorted from Glasgow to London by 20 
"special branch detectives," on the same train that Prince 
Henry travelod. Since Lansbury holds out a feeler for the 
suppression of the capitalist press after tho workers' revolu- 
tion, perhaps he might start a discussion in his paper as to 
how many workers it would take to escort a fallen "Prince" 
Henry back to London, from some outlying province, after 
labor had established its own Soviet power. The number 
would certainly fall under 20. 

In tho meantime the British fascists, in and out of offi- 
cial power, are conducting unceasing attacks on labor's loft 
wing. The American detective. William J. Burns has his 
counterpart in Sir W. Joynson-Hicks. the home socretary. 
who requested Baldwin's tory cabinet to approve the raids on 
tho Communists. Joynion-Hicks is stumping the country 
demanding tho conviction of the eight Communists arrested, 
even before they have been brot to trial. In one speech he 
declared:

To Save THE DAILY, WORKER 



TODAY, the cotton grower*, of the south blindly vent their 
rage upon the government'* crop reporting bureau. It 
is charged that the bureau is under control of those who 
manipulate the cotton prices to suit their own pocketbooks; 
that these cotton profiteers have stolen "a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars," in the words of Senator Caraway, of Arkansas, 
from the cotton growers by simply having their experts pre- 
dict an unprecedented cotton crop, resulting in a big drop in 
prices. The gamblers in cotton then step in and buy up the 
crop at low prices, holding in until the price again returns to 
top notch figures. 

The trick is not a new one. The wheat growers of the 
northern states suffer similarly in the grip of the grain gamb- 
lers, who own the boards of trade in the big wheat centers, 
Minneapolis and Chicago. As a result the wheat growers 
hate the grain exchanges, just as the southerner hates the 
cotton exchanges. 

But hate has proved a poor result producer unless it is' 
followed by definite and intelligent action. 

The cotton raisers, with the wheat growers, like'the tens 
of millions of industrial workers, are thus learning that the 
government is the instrument of the profiteers, altho these 
profiteers carefm(y seek to propagandize all labor into be- 
lieving that the government is "of. by and for the people." 

It was no accident that this profiteer-owned crop report- 
ing bureau declared first that the 1925 crop would total 13,- 
740,000 bales and then later raised it to 15,226.000 bales while 
the department of agriculture at Washington at the same 
time issued reports that cotton production in the Soviet 
Union, Egypt. Lower California. Mexico and other countries 
would total 585,000 bales in excess of last year's production. 

Thus with the world virtually flooded white with cotton, 
according to government reports, the New York Times still 
tries to console the robbed that perhaps the high figure is 
correct. It does not say when this may become known. But 
if it is correct, says the Times, then the cotton growors ought 
to be happy since it declares they must have made money at 
the low figure. It does not point out that the bulk of the 
crop was not on the market when the low estimate was 
made: that the prices were not forced- down until the spec- 
ulators were ready to buy in great quantities. ~Z> 

■ Another apology is found in the cotton letter of J. W. 
Jay & Co., members of the New York cotton exchange. It 
declares that the government report was the result of a little 
mistake, the mere failure to recognize that the weevil dam- 
age this year was at a minimum. The report says this was 
"unfortunate." It was, for the cotton growers, to the tune 
of a quarter of a billion dollars. Jay A Co. do not state the 
extent of their winnings, however. 

Edward E. Bartlett, Jr., of Gwathmey A Co., former 
president of the New York cotton exchange, comes forward 
with the old remedy, advising the holding back of the crop 
"to restore market stability." Powerful organizations of 
tobacco raisers and fruit growers, to mention only two hard 
hit groups of land workers, have been created with this ob- 
ject in view. They have gone further, burning the crops in 
the fields to hold down production and keep up prices. But 
without avail. They are helpless in the grip of the great 
profiteers, who control the exchanges, own the means of 
transportation and storage, and dictate the government re- 
ports. 

It is mockery to tell the renter or the- heavily mortgaged 
farmer to hold his crop. It is like telling the starving worker 
to wait until next month some time to eat. It can't be done. 
Time presses and it works on the side of the great rich. 

This condition will continue as long as capitalism lasts. 
That southern planters are realizing this more and mor ft is 
seen in the growth of their farmer unions and other organ- 
isations with a class basis. This growing consciousness will 
result in more definite and organized support by the farmers 
of the labor party that will be built by the industrial work- 
ers. Thus the fight against the cotton speculators and the 
wheat gamblers becomes a part of the struggle for the final 
overthrow of the whole capitalist system that oppresses city 
and land workers alike.

TODAY, President Coolidge sits in the white house at Wash- 
ington planning his message to the congress that con- 
venes early next month; the congress that was elected a year 
ago in November, 1924. but has not yet been in session for a 
single day. 

It is written in the law of the land";that new congresses 
must cool off for 13 months after election before getting 
down to work. During that time European governments 
come and go. For instance, the present congress was elect- 
ed during an era of "democratic pacifism" in Europe, with 
MacDonald, the labor premier of England, and Herriot. the 
"radical socialist" at the head of the French government. 
Since then the tories have come into governmental control 
in London, and Herriot is out and Painleve in for the second 
time in Paris. 

Altho there has been no change in the government at 
Washington, except for the replacement of a few members 
of the cabinet, and the death of some members of congress, 
like LaFolletto in Wisconsin, nevertheless, it seems that 
Coolidge feels the temper of the masses is not the same that 
it was when thoy rolled up a landslide vote in his favor 
last year. 

This is indicated to some extent by his calling Senator 
Borah, of Idaho, head of the important senate foreign rela- 
tions committee, into conference on both international and 
domestic matters. Coolidge has been trounced by the sen- 
ate too often not to realizo the necessity of having the 
Idaho senator on his side, if possible. 

Since Borah is from the west, he must necessarily put 
up some sort of a fight for the farmers, especially for the 
irrigation farmers of his own and neighboring states. Borah 
denounces Secretary of Agriculture Work's "hard-boiled" 
policy on the vast reclamation projects in the west. Coolidge 
sustains Work. Borah declares the Work policy is destined 
to bring financial ruin on thousands of hard-pressed settlers, 
unable to make the payments demanded by the government. 
Considerable discontent has resulted. Borah might be used 
as a fig leaf by Coolidge to cover up in part tne republican 
administration as a bitter onemy of the farmers. Coolidge 
realizes this. 

Borah is also a bridge between the Coolidge adminis- 
tration and Soviet recognition. Coolidge. like Harding be- 
fore him. has been the political mouthpiece of American 
capitalism's attack on the Union of Soviet Republics. Borah 
has always been in favor of recognizing the workers' and 
peasants' government. When the developing forces become 
powerful enough to push Washington into recognition of 
Moscow. Coolidge may well say that he did not reverse the 
recognized republican policy, but that he merely surrendered 
to the senate's spokesman on foreign relations. 

Energetic efforts are also being made to win Robert 
LaFollette. Jr., successor to his father, for the Coolidge re- 
gime. This is not impossible. Some concessions can easily 
be made. The rewaid for the Coolidge-Butler -Mellon out- 
fit will be the opportunity to claim that this shows its 
friendly attitude toward labor. 

Coolidge's message to congress can therefore be depend- 
ed on to be a campaign document for the 1926 congressional 
elections, not a statement of the real position of this strike- 
breaking government. Glib words and high-sounding pbras- 



Labor, in the cities and on the land, must realize that 
the Coolidge administration has not changed. Concessions 
to Borah. LaFollette, Jr., and others, do not change by an 
iota the anti-labor character of the big business government. 
It is merely an old-fashioned method of bringing these wav- 
ering elements Into line. Republican regularity for 1926 is 
the goal sought. 

Let the workers struggle for the same regularity in their 
own ranks organized into a labor party that will present a 
class front to the capitalist class forces now entrenched in 
power in Washington. Every move of the Coolidge admin- 
istration, when interpreted correctly, is an argument for 
independent political action on the part of labor.

Voorhis. in taki.ig office, no doubt swore to uphold the 
constitution, the declaration of Independence, the bible and 
a lot of other documents supposedly sacred. Perhaps he had 
I never read thorn. If he had. he was not very strongly Im- 
a. pressed by the declarations for free' speech, free press and 
e free assemblage, and for the right of the people to change 
the form of government whenever they see fit. That was 
" good enough for the colonists in 1776. when they wanted to 
" get rid of the king's rule in this country, and had to resort 
to a seven years' revolution to do it. But it Is not held to 
'| be applicable today. 

When Voorhis did his duty it was on behalf of a govern- 
mont that sits on tho lit! trying to keep down discontent, 
that fears the wrath of the people underneath, just as King 
George the Third feared tho colonists in the 1Bth century 
and 9ent his best soldiers to koop thorn intimidated and in 
servile obedience. 

Of course the smug organs o( capitalist "democracy" 
seek to conceal this situation. The Now York World, mouth- 
piece of victorious Tammany Hall, in an editorial entitled. 
"Communism E.\st atid West." points out that California is 
sending a woman v to prison for membership In tho Commun- 
ist Pnrty. while New York City is placing tho Communist 
Party ticket on th.o ballot. It says: 

"The result wjll be lh»t- California will he torn by a storm of dis 
• rnsmn sort the CommunHla wull get publicity In the newspapers, and 
m addition will appear aa ^ persecuted underdog, whereas New York 
goes its peaceful way and the Communis! Party will he quietly snowed 



Since it doos not take brains to wite along 
defined rut laid out for capitalist newspaper scribblers, this 
kept literary machine was no doubt justified in displaying . 
his gross ignorance. That is what he gets paid for. 

If ho had followod events he would have known that 
Gitlow was barred from the ballot as the Communist can- 
didate because a capitalist court convicted him of the same 
kind of an alleged crimo that it is claimed Anita Whitney 
committed on the other side of the continent: violation of the 
state syndicalism law. The exploiters* United States supreme 
court has acted similarly in both casos. The loaded dice of 
employers' "justice" turn up the samo prison sentences for 
both Ben Gitlow and Anita Whitney, altho more than 3.000 
miles may separate New York from California. They could 
just as well have been on opposite sides of the earth. Cap- 
italism everywhere operates in the self-same way. 

New York City isn't satisfied with ruling Gitlow off the 
ballot. The allied patriots.Avith the National Security League 
co-operating, are starting a drive to put the emblem of tho 
Communist Party, the" crossed hammer and sickle, off the

Hunger and misery spread suffering. 

New York City, the New England states and other 
anthracite consuming districts, are beginning to freeze, 
especially the workers who «jt/ere unable to put in an advance 
supply. 

That results in demands for the ending of the strike. 
Time presses against the strikers. 

On the other hand: 

The price of the dwindling anthracite stocks on hand ' 
mounts higher. 

This means greater profits for the mine owners and 
their agents, the wholesalers and retailers of anthracite. 

The profit press is on the side of the coal barons and 
helps place the blame for the continuance of the strike on 
the miners. 

Time is on the side of the coal profiteers. 

Since tho "Strikebreaker" Coolidge administration is the 
ally of the mine barons, it thcreforo joins in the waiting game. 
It does nothing. All that can be done for tho mine owners 
has boon done. 

The militancy of the coal miners has been neutralized 
to some extent thru capitalist influence over their leaders, 
especially the miners' president, John L. Lewis, who refuses 
"to fight the government." 

Jails are ready awaiting left wing spokesmen who urge 
a class fight by the mine workers against their exploiters. 

The local police department, the county sheriff's office, 
the state militia, the infamous Pennsylvania "Cossacks," the 
federal troops, all rest on their arms waiting the moment that 
they may be needed to crush the least display of active dis- 
content on the part of the strikers and their sympathizers. 

There are laws galore upon the statute books to keep 
the coal miners in submission. These are ready for use. But 
when laws stand in tho way of the mine owners' profits, like 
the anti-smoke ordinances of New York and other cities, 
these aro set aside and made inoperative. Coolidge doesn't 
neet to act. 

Tho coal barons stand ready to smash tho strike at any 
cost. Tho mine workers cannot afford to waste one ounce 
of strength in the struggle for their victory. President Lewis 
has not yet answered the open letter of the Progressive Min- 
ers' Committee that said: 

"We demand. Mr. Lewis, that you call cut the maintenance men 
and make it a real strike to force the bosses to yield to our demanjs 

"We are against any compromise which doesn't give- us the thing 
that is most important to us. better wages, so that we can give our 

"We urge that you and the e«ecutive board take immediate steps 
to create a strike relief fund .ind pay strike relief. We have got to have 
th,s support to win tins strike, and WE ARE DETERMINEO TO WIN. 

"Ask the 25 million workers of this country to come to our aid, 
Mr. Lewis, by sending out a general appeal for strike relief funds. 

•We ask you. Mr. Lews, to demand of the railroad unions that 
they refuse to haul coat while the strike lasts." 

President Lewis has not answered those demands ex- 
cept, of course, to make new attacks on the left wing of the 
miners' union. Thus he plays into the hands of the mine 
owners. 

Tho mine workers call upon Mr. Lewis to help them win 
the strike. But with his help, or without it. they will win.

The capitalists seized upon Ibis as the proper time to deflate 
ihe war-lime gains of i ho workers, to wrcHt from the. workers the 
comparatively high wages they had succeoded In securing owing 
to the war necessity, and lo smash the unions which had grown 
enormously during the war period. The capitalists set out to 
place the full burden of the war on the backs of I he workers 
'iy means of wage reductions, longer-hours, unemployment, in a 
vonl, by reducing (be workers' standard of living. The capital- 
sis seeing their profits reduced by war debts and the economic 
rlsis, set out to reduce the standard of living of the workers us a 
ueans of recouping themselves. 

The trade unions led by devoted servants of the capitalists, 
orrupted by the patriotism of the wur period were unable to stem 
Ihe- attack of the bosses. Unions were smashed, wages cut, hours 
lengthened- ihe workers lust iieurly all they bud gained durinc. 
the wur period. 

The chief factors causing this defeat were: 

1. The post-war economic crisis was not an ordinary crise 
f capitalist economy, but one of the crises of the period of dlssol- 
tion in which capitalism has entered. Two methods of solving 
lie crisis presented themselves: Either that the workers would 

bo driven to accept a coolie standard of living and allow capitalist 
production to continue, or the destruction of capitalism and the 
reorganization of production on a socialist basis. In other words, 
ihe workers were faced with the alternative of overthrowing cap- 
italism or submitting lo a lower standard of living to allow of the 
ontlntiance of capitalist production. 

2. The old forms of struggle were useless in fate of such a 
iluatioii. The trade union movement split up into national sec- 
tions, into craft divisions in the various countries, and pursuing a

Governor Sllzer finds his esouse for failure to act in the 
same declaration that Is used by every crooked capitalist 
politician. The governor claims that during the last three 
yeare he hae tried to get the legislature to act on the fuel 
question, but that he has failed, adding that "no relief might 
be expected ae long as the voters did nothing to compel 
respect of their wishee and consideration of their welfare." 

If the republican and democratic members of tho state 
legislature were questioned, they would reply that it was the 
fault of the governor. Go a little further, the democrats 
would blame the republicans, and vice versa, the republicans 
the democrats. It is the old "pass the buck" game of cap- 
italist politics that has a staunch ally and vindicator in the 
nonpartisan policy of the American Federation of Labor. 
Responsibility is passed back and forth until the muddled 
worker doesn't know where he is at, that is, unless he hss 
decided to completely break with the old parties and carry 
on his political struggle on a class basis. 

It is interesting to note that the demand on the gover- 
nor for a special session of ths state legislature was made by 
the Perth Amboy, N. J., Local Union of the Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners of America. This carpenters' 
union pleaded that the legislature take "such steps as may 
be necessary to protect the public against extortioners who, 
thru their action, are endangering the lives of the workers 
and their families." 

Here is an example of where the "nonpartisan." class- 
oollaborating politics of the A. F. of L. leads. Workers 
protest to the capitalist politicians, whom they have elected. 
The political henchmen of the profiteers reply, in the words 
of Governor Silzer, thati 

"If th* paoplc would only wake up and aaasrt thamsalv**. our 
I and fedtral. would b* fnroed to rsipond to 
jut so long a* th* voter* do nothing we cannot 



The Indications are that the workers are awake. The

The trouble is, however, that the workers have not yet 
learned to act as a class. First knowledge in this direction 
would reveal itself in the organization of a powerful state 
labor party, based upon the trade unions, that would send 
labor's own representatives into the state legislature and 
there raise and fight for working class issues. Governor's 
Sllzer's declaration is a challenge to New Jersey labor to pro- 
coed in that direction. The challenge must be accepted. 

But if the workers really wake up, as they will when 
they enter actively and energetically into the class struggle 
with their oppressors, they will find that even labor legis- 
lators in New Jersey's capitol at Trenton cannot overcome 
the enemy, entrenched in the anthracite coal fields as in all 
the nation's great industries. They will find that the munici- 
pal councils, the state legislatures, the national congress are 
but the instruments of the capitalist class: that the capitalist 
state must be abolished, and the Soviet state of the workers 
and farmers established before "the endangering of tho lives 
of the 'workers and their families." complained of by the 
Perth Amboy carpenters, will come to an end. The capitalist 
state lives for profits. Soviet rule, having abolished profits, 
w.ll protect the interests of all thru the Communist social 
order. Capitalism must give way to Communism.

The British Workers and International Trade Union Unity. 

WHY is it that the British trade unions arc the lirsi to join 
hands with the llussian trade unions in the struggle for in- 
ternational trade union unity? 
' The answer is: The decline of British capitalism, and the 
growing knowledge of the British workers that th" economic 
crisis which has gripped Britain since the war is insoluble within 
the limits of capitalism — without breaking tin- capitalist grip on 
the Industries and organizing production on a socialist bascis. 

In the. basic industries the decline of British capitalism i 
clearly shown. In 1913 Britain exported HS.uoo.uoo tons of coa 
while in 1!*L'4 she exported only 61,650,000 tons, and this ligiin 
includes the exports to Ireland not included In the 1913 figure? 
Compared with 1923. the 1924 export showed a decrease of 17, 
000,000 tons. For the first four months of 1025.. 7.000.000 les: 
coal was exported than for the corresponding period of 1924. 

Th.- British output of steel fell from S.500.000 tons In 192:! 
to S.200.000 In 1924. which figure is only slightly higher than tin 
sloe! production fifty years ago. The annual report of Vlckers 
Co., great steel corporation of Britain, has the following to say 
on this subject 

"I quote the figures for the production of steel because steel 
.s ihe best Index of the slate of our engineering and shipbuilding 
industries, mid because these figures show that our country is the 
only industrial country which Is passing thru a period of depres- 
sion In this respect. We have, long lost that foremost place w. 
occupied flfi y years ago. . . We have no chance of recovering 
our predominant position." 

We know the import ant part shipbuilding plays lu the eco- 
nomic life "f (iri-Hi Britain. Shipbuilding Is nls<. on the decline, 
nage of vessels under construction fell from 1 ,297,00(1 ions 
at the end of 192-1 to 1,165,000 at the pregrni time.

The textile industry is also declining. In April of this year 
Sir Charles M antra, stated that the loss Incurred by the cotton 
Industry slme ihe beginning of the crisis amounted to about 
£2(10.(111(1.(100. 

The lifeline In Industry means an Increase In unemployment. 
Since the beginning of the crisis the number of unemployed has 
hovered around a million, and at the present time Is 1. 500,000. 
The number unemployed In May. 1925, was 1,178,800, as com- 
pared with l.ojii.fii'u the previous year. According u> the Ministry 
of Labor Gazette out of the eleven and a half million Insured work- 
ers in the end of March, 1925, the number of unemployed 
amounted to 1 1.47 per cent. 

The standard of living of the British workers has declined al- 
tho the mone> wage has increased. Altho wages as compared 
with 1914 have nominally increased by about 46 jier < viii for metal 
workers generally, and from 70 to 75 per cout for other workers', 
they have actually fallen because during that period the index of 
prices has risen by 80 per cent to the end of 1924.

cashire. The growth of great capitalist enterprises thruoiit the 
empire causes the starvation and misery of the British workers. 

Ill the pasl i lie imperialist psychology of great numbers of the 
British workers had an economic basis In the fact that the super- 
profits derived from the exploitation of under-paid colonial slaves 
was used to supply them with a comparatively high standard of 
living. The skilled workers- -the aristocracy of labor—were im- 
perialists to the backbone. But today the British capitalists, 
burdened by taxation growing out of the effects of the war and 
the curtailment of industry, can no longer afford to bribe these 
workers with better wages and conditions as in the period' of 
capitalist expansion prior to the world war. The significance of 
the recent wage conflicts In Britain lies in the fact that It was 
the wages of skilled workers— the railroad workers, engineers 
and building workers that the bosses attacked. Recently Mr. 
Stanley Machln, prominent member of the British Chamber of 
Commerce, stated that the wages of the 9,000.000 workers in the 
"sheltered" trades must, be reduced. By "sheltered" tradeB he 
means the highly, skilled w orkers organized in unions who occu- 
pied a privileged position so fas- as wages and hours are concerned. 

These hard economic tacts are the basis of the radicallzatlon 
of the British labor movement. Besides this the British workers 
have gone thru great political experiences which are enlighten- 
ing millions of them to their class position In society.

In internal policy MacDonald pursued capitalist strikebreak- 
ing methods when he threatened to smash the longshoremen's 
strike with force. Fhlllp Snowdeu's budget was praised by the 
capitalist press. 

No more subservient creatures bad ever kissed the king's 
hand I ban these "laboj; men," and the workers began to doubt. 
The energy and devotion of hundreds of thousands of workers 
had gone to make this MacDonald government possible- and 
they were rewarded by seeing "their" government pursue the old 
capitalist policy of keeping the workers and colonial peoples In 
subjection to the capitalists. 

As Zlnovlev has put It: While the MacDonald labor govern- 
ment In no way served the interests of the British working class, 
the very establishment of such a government gave the British 
workers a "taste of power" and this has been signalized by the 
quite definite sweep toward the left on the part of the masses of 
the British trade unions. 

Owing to the terrible economic conditions of the British 
workers they have broken away from thrlr conservative moor- 
ings and are rapidly moving to the left. The question of how to 
combat the capitalist offensive and at least maintain the standard 
of living of the British workers forced the leaders of the move- 
ment to take up tbe questlou of abandoning the policy of class

This outcry is nothing if not a guarded confession, per- 
haps even an unconscious admission, that Americas labor- 
heads fear the workings of the Dawes' slave plan .mposed 
on Germany, in its effect on American working conditions. 
It Is an indication of the growing dread that a similar plan 
may be imposed on other European countries, notably 
France, with similar results. 

Since capitalist Europe, bankrupt and staggering under 
its sburden of militarism and the cost of new wars, cannot 
pay the United States in gold, therefore, it must pay in goods, 
as Germany is trying to pay her late "enemies." An increase 
of the already great flood of European goods, coming into 
the United States, must have Its effect on industrial condi- 
tions in this country, slowing down production and throwing 
large masses of labor out of work. This will happen in spite 
of all the capitalist "nostrums proposed by Green, Woll & Co. 

It was this same A. F. of L. officialdom that supported 
and still supports, the Dawes' plan, the child of the Versailles 
peace and the league of nations. 

It is partially correct to scoff at the. remission of taxes 
resulting from the payment of the war deb-s because "remis- 
sion of taxes goes largely to the very wealthy and in consi- 
derable part to swell the wasteful expenditures of the idle 
rich." But one can go farther. Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon struggles to see to it that all remission of taxes re- 
dounds to the immediate benefit of great business, result- 
ing in greater profits, wealth stolen from labor that is so 
great in extent that it cannot be entirely squandered by an 
idle parasite class, but must go forth seeking new fields of 
investment. This the A. F. of L. experts entirely ignore. 

No wonder then, that these'same A. F. of L. officials, 
who refuse to join in the world movement for trade union 
unity, shed their tears over the plight of the ruling capitalist 
class in Europe as follows: 

•The future prosperity of the debtor nation requires that enoujn 
should be paid to sustain its financial honor and its credit for future 
commercial borrowings but that no such excessive sumi should be paid 
as would injure its productive power, its accumulation of capital— and 
its future 'ability to pay" its international debts." 

That is what the House of Morgan says. Let the 
government remit the loans so that new "commercial bor- 
rowings" can be made from Wall Street's international bank- 
ers. Not for the benefit of the workers and farmers of west- 
ern Europe. Only for the strengthening of European capi- 
talism and its ability to exploit European labor. Remis- 
sion of debts enhance the position of European profit takers, 
enabling them to attack their working class at home r.nd 
carry on wars for the suppression of their colonial serfs. 
Just as the remission of taxes helps the capitalists in the 
United States. .But the workers are in no way benefited. 

Labor in this country will learn that lesson in spite of 
its officialdom. It must know that the Green-Woll-Duncan 
regime at the head of the A. F. of L. haa urged no remission 
of the czarist debts to the Russian workers and peasints. 
Instead they have used the repudiation of these debts by the 
Soviet Republic as an argument against recognition. Their 
worry now is that a weakened capitalism in western Europe 
will be unable to resist new onslaughts by rebellious workers 
and farmers. 

American labor must develop its solida-ity with Eu- 
ropean labor. It must be prepared for the complete repudia- 
tion of all debts by European workers come to power. It 
must be made to realize that its interests can only be ad- 
vanced thru courageous and militant class struggle: not thru 
collaboration with international financiers and great indus- 
trial overlords. On the question of the partial cancellation 
of war debts the A. F. of L. officials play the game of one 
section of the capitalist class. Senator Borah champions the 
cause of a different strata: the smaller industries and the 
well-to-do farmers, who vainly hope to improve their condi- 
tion thru the payment of the European debts. The interests 
of the workers lead them to war against the whole capitalist 
class against Morgan, Borah. Green, Woll, etc., for the aboli- 
tion of capitalism. 0 .

TODAY, the American mercenaries, who joined the aviators 
on the French side in Morocco to hurl death and destruc- 
tion from the skies upon the heads of the rebellious Riffs, 
are planning to return home. The so-called Sherifftan 
squadron, In which they were enrolled as volunteers, is being 
disbandod and these Hessisns of this modern imperialist war 
may now return to Paris and New York. 

Let the wrath of American labor fall upon these murder- 
ers of tho men, women and children of North Africa, who 
killed from the air when they know that the Riff defenders 
had no planes to roturn the attack or send in pursuit. 

The American jingo press will hail as heroes theso 
craven cowards upon their return to the United States. Lot 
thousands of workers demonstrate against them upon the 
waterfront wherever they may set foot upon these shores 
again. On huge placards and banners, held aloft over the 
heads of the demonstrators, so that all the world may see, 
let the story of their many crimes be told in words that live 
and flnmo. 

The news dispatches say that their work has boen com- 
pleted, "for the time being at loast." Thoir work of butchery!

The "International" automatically collaapsed as the trade union 
movements lined up lo cut each other's throats In the Interests 
of "thiHr" capitalists. The trade union leaders became the best 
recruiting agents for the ruling classes. They abandoned all pre- 
tense of safeguarding the workers' interests. They urged tin 
workers to sacrifice everything for victory over the "enemy." 

In Great Britain the trade union leaders signed an agreement 
with the government In I!Hf> surrendering all trade union condi- 
tions, gained after 50 years of struggle, and solemnly agreed not 
to strike for the duration of the war. In Germany "civil peace" 
was declared between capital and labor In the Interest of the 
"national interacts," I. e„ tin- Interests of the Imperialist capital- 
ists and war lords. The workers were firnily tied to the chariot 
els of capitalist imperialism by the very men who were sup- 
d to lead them against the entire capitalist system. 
In 1!U7 the trade unions of Hie "neutral" countries made an 
attempt to call a conference of (he trade unions. The trade 
unionists of the Allied countries refused to "meet the enemy" ai 
such conference since Hie war wus still tin und thev were 
dedicated to (lie caused of Allied victory. It was n 
that a trade union conference was held in lit 
land, In February. 19111. The only question discussed at this < on- 
Who was guilty of starling the war? The Allied 
trade union leaders trh-d to force the Gemma labor leaders to con- 
eir "guilt." All that came of the conference was the decis- 
holtl another conference hi July, 11119, at Amsterdam, Hol- 
land. 

dam conference established the International 
Federation of Trade Unions. Hut it was organized under the 
hegemony of the trade-union leaders who supported the Allies in 
he war. Again the question of "war guilt" was raised, and the 
Allied trade unionists presented the ultimatum to the German 
and Austrian tradV union leaders that they must admit the "war 
guilt" of "their" countries or they would be excluded from the 
international. Finally Sassenbach, In the name of the German 
ilelegatlon, diplomatically gave in to the Allied trade union lenders. 
In this matter the Allied trade union leaders were following 
iame course as "their" diplomats pursued toward the German 
t-sentatlves at the Paris peace conference. The International 
Federation of Trade Unions was. and still Is, the labor wing of 
the Allied Imperialists. 

These imperialist lackeys formed the I. F. T. U. slmplv be- 
ie the workera were demanding the organization of the trade 
union forces to prevent a repeltlon of the horrors they had gone 
thru in 11H4-18. During the war millions of .workers had flocked 
unions In revolt against their terrible cpndltlons. In Kussla 
the workera had conquered eiarlam, defatted the capitalists, 
.established their jaw^ovarnment, and concerted the land and 



machinery of production into the properly of the workers and 
farmers. The German masses had smashed the kaiser's throne 
and set tip workers' councils and had been betrayed by the soclnl- 
democrutlc leatlers. In Havarla and Hungary. Soviet republic 
bad been established. The masses were straining at the Wsh 
but the trade union "leaders" only saw one task: To aitl their 
diplomats to draw up a peace pact at the expense ot the masses 
Such hideous treachery has never before been witnessed as dis- 
played at the foundation of the international Federation of Trade 
Unions. 

As it was at its birth so the Amsterdam International has 
lived- an organization dominated by the ageuts of the raptallsti 
in the labor movement. It is tied to the league of nations thru 
(he international labor office established by the leagne. It has 
supported the reparation policy of the Allies. A few days before 
France Invaded tin- Ituhr in 1923 Amsterdam held an Internation- 
al conference to abolish all war, but refused to call a one-day 
strike as it demonstration against the Invasion as propose! 
Red International of Uabor Unions. fnstend the con 
decided on principle to call a general strike In the event 
and to fight war by means of moving picture propoganda. 

Tin- capitalist offensive on the workers' standard of living 
nfler tho war was not opposed by Amsterdam. The Hrltlsh trade 
unions are the basis of the Amsterdam International, yet in Mrit- 
alll in 1921. wage cuts affected 7.000,000 workers who lost, bv 
hese cuts L . r ..lliiii.000 per vAj-i-k. Again In 1922 the llrltish work- 
■rs lost .t 6.000,000 per w eek by wage reductions. Amsterdam 
lever even worries about (his Ravage reduction- In the w orkers' 
tandard of living. 

The Hrltlsh miners' strike at the beginning of 1921 received 
io aid from Amsterdam, As a matter of fact the triple alliance of 
miners, railwaymen and transport workers was betrayed by such 
leading lights of Amsterdam as Thomas, Hodges and Williams. 
Again in 1922 the Hrltlsh metal workers were forced Into a wage 
struggle and were defeated because they received no aid either 
frohi Amsterdam or even the other unions in Britain. When the 
American miners were on strike in 1922 coal was shipped in from 
liurope and Amsterdam did not raise a finger to stop it. 

Thus the Amsterdam International Is dominated by national 
Interests over working class interests— it serves the bosses and 
not the workers. Not only does It shun International unity, but It 
holds fnst to craft unionism and by upholding sectionalism 
among the workers, aids the bosses to defeat them. Today the 
Amsterdam leaders are the spearhead of the capitalist offensive 
against the movement for International trade union unity. The 
Amsterdam International has never acted as the'defeuder of the 
Interests of the workers, and doea not lead the workers in an in- 
ternational struggle against the ; capltalhtts.

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Gitlow to Prison 

Ben Oitlow wan committed to Sin^ 8'lt»it prison yesterday to 
finish his sentence of live io ten yearn, which sentence he received; 
upon Heine found nuilty of violation of the "criminal anarchy" 
statute, a law placed upon the New York Htatutc bookn on the wave 
of hysteria following the assassination at llulfalo uf President Mc- 
Kinley. Never intended for ai.y>nrpose other than prcventine con- 
spiracy to assassinate public ofticiiUs. anil advocacy thereof, tlit i law v 
remained for years a dead letter. \ 

Rut when the Itlissinn revolntinn cume and its rellex profoundly 
affected the socialist movement of the world, resulting in the <'om 
muniat elements breaking away from the social patriots in the olri 
parties, capitalism was confronted with the necesssity of 'devising 
legal excuses to crush the movement. The ruling class never feared ' 
the socialist party, hut when the young, virile Communist movement 
sprang into existence, criminal syndicalist and criminal anarchy 
laws were placed upon statute hooks in many states. In New York 
the old criminal anarchy law was resurrected and used in an effort to 
crush the Communist movement. 

Oitlow was- one of tin- llrst victims of this revamped law and 
for participating in publishing the left wing manifesto of the so- 
cialist party was tried, convicted and sentenced to an indeterminate 
sentence of from live to ten years. This savage sentence proved to 
the world that the American courts were far more vicious and 
despotic than even the courts of the kaiser of Germany. In tlermany, 
Karl Liebkuecht rceei\ei! a sentence of but tw.i and a half years for 
the admitted crime of treason to the imperialist government in time 
Of war. In New York Gitlow was sentenced to ten years for merely 

aiding in publishing a manifes f the Communist elements within 

the socialist party. 

Comrade Gitloxv's record in the left wing of the socialist party 
and in the Communist movement parallels the history of that move 
ment itself. As an effective lighter in the ranks of labor he is thoroly 
bated and feared by the capitalist clas.s ami its instrument of op 
pression— the state, with its courts, police and prison-. 

Gitlow in jail forcibly exposes the fraudulent character of the 
democracy that we hear so much about. It is a direct brftv 

speech, and carried to its logical < elusion outlaws a pulitii 

embi-Rcing doctrines thai challenge the supremacy of the r 
class. The only reason the whole party is not still victimi* 
cause the contemptible scoundrels serving the ruling class n< 
revive in the minds of the workers the illusion of capitalist d( 
that received such a rude jolt during and after the war.

No worry about 
the unemployed problem here, no talk of crushing war debts, 
no speculations about fako "peace pacts," those troubles are 
for the capitalist world. Communists in the Soviet Union, 
as in the anti-Soviot nations, deal with these problems as 
aspects of the developing world revolutionary situation. But 
Report Number Eleven shows that the Soviet Union is deal- 
ing with the future, growing ever brighter, with "Plans and 
Perspectives" for the days immediately ahead.

TODAY, several millions of football crazed fans will jam 
' hundreds of stadiums over the country to witness the 
recognized first place college sport of the United States. 

Sunday morning's newspapers will be filled with the news 
accounts of the games played and the pictures of new grid- 
iron heroes, or of stars that still manage to shine. The foot- 
ball luminary takes his place with the champion prize fighter 
and the successful baseball player. They constitute the trio 
of heroic gods that the American masses are supposed to 
worship. Together they fill the calendar — summer, fall, 
wintor and spring. 

\n the center of the limelight of the football idol wor- 
shippers stands Harold E. ("Red") Grange. His qualifica- 
tions are that he is fleet of foot, and that he is quick and 
sure in kicking an inflated piece of pigskin, thus helping to 
pile up the scores and win games for the University of Illinois 
that he attends. Because of all this, the newspapers rave 
about him, jam an untold amount of printed froth into the 
minds of their readers, receptive or not, until those readers 
are forced to admit. In self defense, that "Red" Grange is one 
of greatest human creatures of all time. One of the results 
is that Grange receives an offer of $40,000 to appear in three 
games; the American readiness to capitalize in dollars any- 
one caught in the ever-shifting glare of publicity. 

But there is another interesting phase of this cross sec- 
tion of American lifo. Some of the Grange idolators are cir- 
culating petitions to get names to have his name placed on 
the ballot as a candidate for congressman-at-large in next 
year's elections. It is not because Grange, able to kick and 
run. is also able to help guide the political destiny of the 
land, that he is singled out. He Is chosen because the pub- 
licity he has received has made him known practically to 
every household in the state: the publicity every capitalist 
candidate for office seeks, because it helps him get the votes 
and resulting victory on election day. Scratch this effort 
to send "Red" Grange to Washington and you will find a 
willy old party politician schoming to build up his political 

The case of "Red" Grange going into politics is not new 
It is an old game in American politics. It is only one phase 
of the perversion of sports under capitalism and the hood- 
winking of the workers and farmers, who constitute the 
overwhelming mass of the voters. An athlete possesses no 
special political qualifications. Instead the development of 
muscle usually proceeds to the detriment of the brain. 
"Babe" Ruth gets his nickname, not because of his size. 
Physically he is big. as all baseball fans know. But mentally 
he is considered but a child. Walter Steffens. the "famous" 
Chicago University quarterback, when sent to the Chicago 
city council, proved a nonentity, voting as the political bosses 
directed him. This, of course, qualified him for election as a 
capitalist judge. Similar cases could be recorded without 
number. 

Sports and athletics are not deprecated in Soviet Rus- 
sia. But instead of lifting a few athletes into the limelight, 
the masses are drawn into health-giving exercises. Work- 
ers and peasants in the Soviet Union are not foolish enough 
to elect an athlete because he can run or jump, to some poli- 
tical office. He will have to show in addition that he is able 
to direct and enhance the building Of the workers' political 
power that challenges the- rule of capitalism. 

Let the workers and farmers of Illinois remember this 
as the political bosses try to lure them into support of the 
football "hero" of the day. The pigskin pet of the parasites 
who are able to give their children a higher education, while 
the children of labor are sent into industry, must not become 
an election day idol of any considerable number of those who 
toil. Those who suffer under capitalist exploitation must 
\ not only build their own class strength politically, but must 
also pick their own standard bearers from their own ranks. 
Such working class fighters will never receive favorable 
mention from the profit press, tho they might have been in 
their youth the best athletes in all the world.

Seventy-Five Per Cent Cancellation 

When Secretary of the Treasury Mellon announced on Thursday 
that the Italian debt agreement wiir the most liberal that had been 
granted any debtor nation, his language was too reserved. The term* 
of the settlement amount to a 75 % cancellation, counting interest, 
of the entire amount due his country. 

Just as we predicted, the IlThiNe of Morgan secures domination 
of Italy and stands back of the Muisulini tyranny. On tre field of in- 
ternational politics it menus that Italy, like France, is to be an ally 
of this country in its world-wide struggle against Great Britain. 

Thru this agreement the taxpnyers of the United States make up 
the difference between what Italy was originally supposed to p.iy 
and what ahe will pay. The Italian debt was floated by money, ob 
tained from the sale of liberty bonds during the world war. These 
bonds are supposed to draw interest of four per cent guaranteed by 
the United States government. Italy has sixty-two years in which t<> 
pay her debt, now reduced to 25% of the original, but during those 
6U years the American government will have to pay seventy-fire per 
cent more to the holders of liberty bonds than is eollrcted from 
Italy. That is the theory of the thing. In practice these bonds will 
be beaten down on the exchanges to such a degree that the small 
holders will unload them and .Morgan will buy them and collect the 
interest from the government. Hence, altho the terms to Italy seem. 
In the words of Mellon, "must liberal," the House of Morgan will lose 
nothing. It is the taxpayers who will bear the burden. Thus the debt 
burden ia reniovod from the Italy of Mussolini and placed upon the 
United States. A larger part than formerly of the surpl 
from the exploitation of labor will flow 
In the last analysis it means that the w 
who fought the war will be compelled t< 
that Morgan's investments in Italy nini 
. solini may obtain the credits necessary 
crushing the working class of that coun 
long American industries will face a slowing down of production 
as commodities produced by the Morganized industries of Italy enter 
tbe world market in huge quantities. 

Practical results for imperialism are already realized. While the 
terms are so easy that Italy only needs to 'pay $T>.0OO.n0U per year 
for the' next live years, the noiise of Morgan, according to Wall 
Street advices in the capitalist press, is preparing to float a 5100. 
000.000 loan to the Italian government, and at least $3<U)0(),l)(lu 
worth, of industrial bonds to shortly follow. So. by paying the mere 
bagatelle of $3,000,000, Daly gels from .Morgan the sum of $150,000.. 
OOOJ or thirty times the sum paid.

TODAY. Vince-nt Sheean, the special correspondent of the 
North American Newepaper Alliance with the Riff arm.ee 
In North Africa, appeare in the list of apologists for the Am- 
erican aviator-adventurers who have been bombing defense- 
less villages, and murdering helpless old men. women and 
children. 

Sheean claims these mercenaries, picked up in Paris, 
didn't know the kind of butchery they were doing; that they 
were attacking fortified cities. It must take a peculiarly 
twisted capitalist newspaper mind to pass thus on this men- 
tally diseased viewpoint of a sordid business. Yet Sheean 
convicts not only himself, but the American "Hessian" avia- 
tors, thru his own reports. 

This is the story of Sheshuan, a little Arab city of 12.000 
to 15.000 inhabitants, nestling between two mountains. The 
city is famous in Morocco for the peaceful and religious 
character of its inhabitants. Until 1920 they had been un- 
der the heel of Spanish occupation. Later they had been 
won for the cause that Adb-el-Krim champions. 

"But." in the admission of Sheean, "it (Sheshuan) has 
never had, and has not now, any other military significance." 
except that it is a telophone center for the Riffians. The pop- 
ulation is non-comtfatant — "women, children, old men. Jews, 
holy men and scribesY' Yes, there was also a hospital, "the 
only fairly decent center for the treatment of wounded in 
the entire kingdom of Abd-el-Krim." 

Add to this the fact that the city has no garrison and as 
Sheean admits, "the total number of Riffians never exceeds 
15 or 20 at one time." The head of the city is an aged, in- 
firm native who never leaves his bed: while next to him in 
authority is an invalid, Caid Haddu, 60 years old. 

To attack this unprotected city was the bloody work al- 
lotted to the "brave and courageous American," looking for 
adventure in this colonial war of French imperialism. In 
discussing the motives of these ugly spawn of an American 
parasite class— it is claimed they all have independent in- 
comes—the Riffian leader, Abd-el-Krim. said: 

"You say they are young fliers looking for adventure. If they want 
adventure, why don't they volunteer to work the guillotine for the 
French' There's just at much jdvenlure working the guillotine or hang- 
ing condemned prisoners, as in dropping bombs on defenseless vll-

Then Sheean tells of meeting these American butchers 
of men and women and children in the Hotel Cecil in Tan- 
giers. They had again bombarded Sheshuan that morning, 
"flying exceedingly low and releasing more than 30 bombs 
over the city." then proceeding to Tetuan for lunch with the 
Spanish officers, and later to the "international zone" in Tan- 
gier for dinner. Sheean makos this comment: 

• It they flew low enough to see the water play In the fountain in 
the public square— Captain Mustain did fly that low— they flew low 
enough to do enormous damage. 

"While they were tranquilly lunching in Tetuan as the guests of the 
Spanish. . . little Arab children were wandering tearfully thru the 
ruins of their houses, looking for their dead mothers. . . Adb el-Krim's 
few officials were no doubt grimly superintending the removal of the 
mangled remains of women, children and peaceable old men." 

It is upon such butchers as these that the American rul- 
ing class depends when it seeks officers for its "state cos- 
sacks," as in the Pennsylvania coal fields, or "leaders" for 
the state militia and federal troops when they are sent into 
strike zones. These murder scenes in Morocco may be trans- 
planted to this country at any time, as they have been dupli- 
cated in past great industrial struggles. 

That is a moderate picture of imperialism going about 
its bloody work. It is drawn by one of imperialism's chief 
apologists — the prostituted news writer. Yet it gives an 
inkling of why tho peaceful men of Sheshuan have joinod 
the fighting columns of Abd-el-Krim. why North Africa and 
the Near East flames against the profit rule of France. Spam. 
England, the United States and other capitalist lands. When 
American workers feel wet blood upon, the hands of their 
exploiters in this country, gripping at their throats in tho 
effort to crush and keep them in submission, they must know 
it is the same murder hand of profiteers that scatters death 
in Africa. Asia, South America and everywhere olse that dis- 
content offers resistance. Out of this common agency gtows 
the adamant solidarity of tho industrial workeis and poor 
farmers of tho great capitalist countries with tho oppressed 
peoples in the colonies and the subject nations. It *s the sol- 
idarity that will finally triumph and bring the new day into 
the world.

THE PARTY'S IMMEDIATE TASKS. 

THE basis for the unification of the party is a common 
energetic struggle to carry out the -following main tasks 
of the party: 

A ENERGETIC support of the bolshevization of the

party on the basis of shop nuclei and street nuclei (interna- 
tional branches) in the shortest possible time. (2) the or- 
ganization and mobilization of the membership for work in 
the trade unions thru a campaign to have all the members

Sri energetic struggle against the right wing and opportunis- 
tic-deviations and as part of this struggle, the development 
of a systematic Marxist-Leninist education to raise the theo- 
retical level of the party.

TODAY, new political alignment* are threatened in the 
democratic party as a result'of renewed efforts by Tam- 
many Hall in New York City to fasten its grip nationally 
upon the party organization and win the 1928 convention. 
It is the duty of the workers and farmers to take every pos- 
sible advantage of the_dt*jsiont that may arise to break new 
masses of labor awa/f ronVth.s political wing of Wall Street 
and to win them for- 7 indepondent political action. 

Tammany HaH. is in a dominant position in the demo- 
cratic party thru its recent overwhelming victory in Now 
York City. Tammany's recognized leader. AI Smith, presi- 
dential timber, was not slow to act. He immediately sent his 
newly elected mayor. "Jimmy" Walker, on a holiday into "the 
Solid South." The reception and ontertainment provided at 
Atlanta, Georgia, under official democratic auspices, wa3 
beyond expectations. John S. Cohen, the democratic national 
committeeman, did tho honors successfully, adding to tho 
occasion with an editorial in his own "Atlanta Constitution," 
one of the chief capitalist newspapers of the South. The 
editorial states the Tammany hopes when it urges southern 
democrats to turn their backs on the radical democrats of 
the west and throw in their lot with the conservative demo- 
crats of the north and east. 

This is an ambitious program. The Tammany Hall out- 
fit, with its following in New England, the Taggart machine 
in Indiana, and the Brennan organization in Illinois, present 
a wet. Catholic front, while the southern democracy is dry 
and pro-klan. ThSse would look like insurmountable differ- 
ences. But evidently some basis of operation has been 
found. No doubt the common conservatism of the democrats 
in both sections, aided by the industrialization of the south, 
with a resultant influx of foreign-bom. It is certainly to the 
interosts of Tammany Hall's ambitions to straddle both the 
liquor and religious issues nationally, thus overcoming this 
obstacle. What it may do locally is an entirely different 
story. 

This north-east-south coalition leaves the "radical west" 
cut in tho cold. The triumph of the former in a national 
convention must mean the splitting away of elements in tho 
west; workers and farmers who have struggled to develop 
their independent political power on various occasions in the 
past. This is the west that helped build the agricultural bloc 
in congress, but some of the states, like Colorado and Mon- 
tana, have a considerable industrial population, workers who 
have fought militant struggles. This is also true of Wash- 
ington and California. 

It is not an accident that William Bouck, president of tho 
Western Progressive Farmers of the State of Washington, 
for instance, is now planning a tour of Montana. Evidently 
Montana has had its fill of Senator Walsh, chairman of last 
year's democratic national convention in Madison Square 
Garden, in Now York City. The same for Senator Wheeler, 
who triod to broak up the farmer-labor movement in Montana 
as part of his duties as vice-presidential candidate on the 
LaFollette ticket. But the Montana farmer-labor movement 
proved stronger than the LaFollette-Wheeler combination. 
The Ford myth has also evaporated in the west, another aid 
toward the clearing 0 f the political skies. Thus a farmer- 
labor conference has been held in Oklahoma, while othors 
are planned for Arkansas and Texas. 

Even the north-east-south alliance of democrats cannot 
prove a stable proposition. Tammany Hall. Taggart. Bren- 
nan build their power on the foreign-born vote and middle 
class support thru n pretense to "radicalism." AI Smith and 
Hylan in New York, like Mayor Oever, of Chicago, always 
parade as "progressives." even as "friends of labor." The 
alliance with the former slave-holding aristocracy of the 
south must unmask this double-dealing aggregation that has 
its Wall Street connections just as surely as the republican 
party, only in lesser degree. 

New political alignments are pending. Class conscious 
workers and farmers must see to it that every possiblo ad- 
vantage is taken of all developments to build for independent 
political action of the opprossed thru the formation of a labor 
party, and the alliance of the growing bloc of exploited Wm- 
ors with it.

Soviet Rule Liquidates 
Capitalism^ Brutalities 
Against the Children

TODAY, the Chicago Tribune trie* to find comfort for the 
capitalist system it supports, from a news cable by Walter 
Duranty, Moscow correspondent of the New York Times 
telling about the wayward children of Moscow. Thus the 
Tribune reaches the conclusion that: 

"Civilization rests on Its care of childhood. No civilized state would 
or could allow dependent childhood to revert to savagery and worse in 



No Communist, especially the Communists of the Soviet 
Union, will deny that the Workers' Republic has a child 
problem on its hands. This has been repeatedly pointed out 
in The DAILY WORKER, with the solutions offered for suc- 
cessfully meeting this problem. 

The Tribune's editorial will not admit that it has a 
child problem under capitalism. If it did, according to the 
reasoning of its own editorial, it would be compelled to con- 
fess that capitalist society is unstable to that extent. 

The unprincipled Tribune also builds its argument by 
claiming that Russia's child problem has grown up under 
Soviet rule, charging it is "indicative of the Soviet lapse from 
civilization. " This, of course, is the sheerest sophistry. 

Russia's child problem is an inheritance from the black, 
days of czarism. It was made acute by the world imperialist 
war, when millions of fathers, bread winners, were slaugh- 
tered on the battlefields. It was augmented when the United 
States, egged on by this very same Tribune, joined all the 
other great capitalist nations, and made war upon Soviet rule 
in an effort to overthrow it, resulting in the devastation of 
great areas of the Russian nation, the crippling of its indus- 
tries, the destruction of its agriculture and the murder of 
new thousands of fathers and mothers, not to mention the 
children. It grew bigger when crippled Russia was unable 
to meet successfully, as it will in the future, the ravages of 
famine like that of 1921, that continued the destruction of 
family life in spite of every contrary effort by the Soviet state. 

But the problem is being met. Orphaned children are 
being taken care of in homes specially prepared for them; 
usually the palaces and country estates of the tlukes and 
princes that are gone. Here they are educated and prepared 
for the life ahead; not herded as undesirable outcasts in 
asylums no better than capitalism's prisons. At this moment 
a special drive is being made to- find homes for orphaned 
children among the peasants, enjoying the New Day that is 
coming to them thru the development of agriculture alone 
modern lines instituted and encouraged by the Soviet state* 
Bolshevism builds its future on the winning of the children! 
The care of the children, the liquidation of all the capitalist 
barbarities toward children, including taking them out of the 
factories and sending them to school, this is the first respon- 
sibility of Bolshevist rule. All unprejudiced observers. non- 
Communists, even some enemies of Soviet rule, admit that 
the problem is being solved. 

But in the United States the problem grows worse. The 
number of children sent into industry grows resulting in 
men and women stunted mentally, boys and girls robbed of 
their childhood, hfe's energy sapped out of them before they 
reach maturity. an d when they come in conflict with the cap- 
italist law. thru the commission of some crime, labelled as

No Communist, especially the Communists of the Soviet 
Union, will deny that the Workers' Republic has a child 
problem on its hands. This has been repeatedly pointed out 
in The DAILY WORKER, with the solutions offered for suc- 
cessfully mooting this problem. 

The Tribune's editorial will not admit that it has a 
child problem under capitalism. If it did. according to the 
reasoning of its own editorial, it would be compelled to con- 
fess that capitalist society Is unstable to that extent. 

The unprincipled Tribune also builds its argument by 
claiming that Russia's child problem has grown up under 
Soviet rule, charging it is "indicative of the Soviet lapse from 
civilization." This, of course, is theMtjaMTMt sophistry. 

Russia's child problem is an inheritarfWaa||jom the black 
days of czarism. It was made acute by the world imperialist 
war, when millions of fathers,. bread winners, were slaugh- 
tered on the battlefields. It was augmented when the United 
States, egged on by this very same Tribune, joined all the 
other great capitalist nations, and made war upon Soviet rule 
in an effort to overthrow it, resulting in the devastation of 
great areas of the Russian nation, the crippling' of its indus- 
tries, the destruction of its agriculture and the murder of 
thousands of fathors and mothers, not to mention the 
children. It grew bigger when crippled Russia was unable 
to meet successfully, as it will in the future, the ravages of 
famine likn thnt of 1921, that continued the destruction of 
family llfo in spite of every contrary effort by the Soviet state. 

But the problem is being met. Orphaned children are 
being taken care of in homes specially prepared for thorn; 
usually the palaces and country estates of the dukes and 
princes that are gono. Hore they are educated and prepared 
for the life ahead: not herded as undesirable outcasts in 
asylums no better than capitalism's prisons. At this moment 
a special drive is being, made to find homos for orphaned 
children among tho peasants, enjoying the New Day that is 
coming to them thru the development of agriculture along 
modern lines instituted and encouraged by tho Soviet state. 
Bolshevism builds its future on the winning of the children. 
The care of the children, the liquidation of all tne capitalist 
barbarities toward children, including taking them out of the 
factories and sending them to school, this is the first respon- 
sibility of Bolshevist rule. All unprejudiced observers, non- 
Communists, even some enemies of Soviet rule, admit that 
the problem is being solved. 

But in the United States the problem grows worse, The 
number of children sent into industry grows, resulting in 
men and women stunted mentally, boys and girls robbed of 
their childhood, life's energy sapped out of them before they 
reach maturity, and when they come in conflict with the cap- 
italist law. thru the commission of some crime, labolled as 
•morons" and "dogenerates." Such conditions produce the 
Martin Durkins, illiterate and savage, hunted like beasts in 
the jungles of the great American cities with police order of 
"shoot them on sight." The war records, with their exam- 
inations of the millions called to arms, give conclusive testi- 
mony that American capitalism has produced a breed of sub- 
normal human beings.

frontt. In the house of commons the militant laborite 
members are attacking the tory government for its support of 
the fascisti on the one hand and on the other its attack 
against the Communists, the latter being but part of its care- 
fully planned onslaught against the whole left wing of the 
British labor movement. At the same time the farcical trial 
of the 12 Communists in "Old Bailey." notorious court of 
British oppression, as it proceeds knocks every prop from 
under so-called English "liberties." 

It is significant, however, that not only the ruling class 
of Baldwin, Chamberlain and Lloyd George, fears this un- 
masking, but also the betrayers of labor in the ranks of the 
workers, like Thomas and -tviacDonald. who join the tories 
and liberals, in approving the attacks on the Communists. 

Thomas takes the same position as Green, Woll. "fvlajah" 
Berry and other American labor officials who openly show 
that they love the capitalists more than the workers. But 
when the British fascists seized ahd damaged a motor van 
load of Daily Heralds, they forced Thomas to show his hand. 
The Daily Herald is the organ of the Labor Party and the 
Trade Union Congress and Thomas couldn't dodge the issue. 
But instead of an attack on British tory rule, at the first 
session of parliament, Monday. he v made a plea to Premier 
Baldwin to temrfer v the 'ferocity of the fascisti lest it injure 
the imperialist government. This is the way Thomas put it: 

"J. H. Thomas asked Mr. Baldwin whether he was aware that wide- 
spread dissatisfaction existed among the British public at the action 
taken by the director of public prosecution regarding four 'national 
fascisti' who admitted seizing and damaging a motor van belonging to 
the Daily Herald, and whether Mr. Baldwin would give an explanation 
on the matter in view of the serious danger that this action of the fas- 
cisti MIGHT DE8TROY PUBLIC CONFIDENCE IN THE IMPARTIAL 
ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE." 

Thomas weeps for the "dear public" as copiously as any 
American "labor lieutenant" of capitalism, who denies there 
is a working class and a class war.' But every day's develop- 
ment is against them all. 

The government replied to Thomas that all four of the 
fascisti bandits had been arrested. Three of these, however, 
have been dismissed on their "good behaviour." It is declared 
the fourth is being held because offailure to pay a $100 fine 
imposed "for carrying a revolver." It is not stated how long 
he will be, held before he will be v turned loose to join the other 
three in new anti-labor assaults. Revolvers, blackjacks, dag- 
gers and clubs aVe\ the weapons of the British fascisti. in 
common with those of their Italian counterpa-ts. To use 
them is no serious crime. If it is done in support of the cap- 
italist state, which means against workers, it is no crime 
at all. 

But in "Old Bailey," Sir Douglas M. Hogg, attorney gen- 
eral for the crown, iakes an entirely different attitude in the 
case of the Communists. No revolvers were found in the 
raid on the Communist headquarters. But the police took 
away plenty of good Communist literature that his majesty's 
officers considered highly seditious. 

It is perfectly permissible to criticize and complain . 
against the king's government, after the fashion of Mac- 
Donald and Thomas. They will be permitted all the free 
speech they desire to carry on this harmless attack. But to 
demand the abolition of the king's government and the in- 
auguration of Soviet rule, that is beyond the pale of free 
speech, or any other civil liberty. British labor will thus 
learn that the free speech it enjoys under capitalism is of no 
benefit to it. American workers will discover the same thinp. 
They will learn that every idea that threatens the overthrow 
of capitalist rule is, illegal in the eyes of the capitalist state. 
But by that test such ideas will be accepted by the whole 
working class and become beacon lights on labor's march 
towards its own emancipation.

Jouhaux and lterrhelm, who are 
at the same time leaders of the right wing of the Amsterdam In- 
ternational. The left wing United General Confederation of Labor 
has repeatedly ma'de overtures for unity of (he movement but 
these have been rejected by the reactionaries of the General Con- 
federation of Labor. Both federations have a half a million work- 
organized. The United General Confederation of Labor, affil- 
iated with the R. L L. U., has endorsed international trade union 
unity and the formation of the Anglo-Russian Unity Committee, 
it is Initiating joint meetings of workers of both federations on 
the unity question.

In Canada the Canadian Brotherhood of Railway Employes, 
at its convention in October, went on record for international 
trade union unity. Local unions or machinists, etc., have also 
done likewise. 

In the United States the Capmakers' International Union ut 
convention last April unanimously endorsed international trade 
union unity. Local unions of miners, painters, clothing workers 
have voiced their support for this movement.

A. F. of L. and the Railroad Brotherhoods are opposed to unity. 
Green & Co. will support the right wing of the Amsterdam in the 
fight against unity.

Furriers for a Labor Party 

The adoption of a resolution for a lnlwr party by the Uoston 
convention of the Furriers' Union in trnly an expression of the grow- 
ing demnnd for a political party of labor separate from "the old party 
entanglements within which Ihc labor movement of this country hns 
regetated in impotence. 

This resolution must be made (hi! basis for a concerted effort 
cn the part of organised labor t.i energetically proceed to the creation 
of such a parly. It is far more significant that It comes from an 
international union than from Hit; various delegate bodies, central 
labor bodies and state federations. These delegate bodies arc com 
posed of loeal unions, owiug allegiance to international unions first, 
and only secondarily and in a icniote manner to the delegate bodies. 

A labor party resolution in an mleruntional union commits tin 
entire union to that policy. Tho hasis'ia here laid for the calling <>l 
a conference of international union representatives for the purpose 
of issuing a call for a national labor party conference. To prepare 
for this step every elass eotiseious vvorktu - should strive to com mi I 
his own international union to the policy. The starting point to 
influence the internationals must be the local unions.

One of the first acts of the Bolshevik revolution, in 
November, 1917, was the establishment of the Department of 
Children's Health Protection for both normal and abnormal 
children. 

By 1918, when the world war was coming to an end. 
enabling the imperialist nations to turn their attention to war 
on Soviet Russia, this department had already undertaken 
the task of creating standardized children"s health institu- 
tions "to serve as models for similar establishments in the 
provinces." 

The farce of physical examinations and medical advice 
is gone thru with in the schools of some American cities. 
But this only results in telling parents what ails their child- 
ren. It gives parents no holp to tako care of their children, 
or effect a euro. To urge that this be done is labelled "pure 
Communism." Soviet Russia in practice shows this charge 
to bo true. It gives the children the actual care they will 
never receive in any capitalist country. 

Russian children are not only told what nils them, 
defects inherited from czarism. but every effort is made to 
banish all defects. Dispensaries have been established, where 
specialists may be consulted. But these are only the centers 
"for the work of all physicians looking after the health of 
the children." Thru these dispensaries contacts are made 
with the broadest masses of the population, "by menus of 
dispensary service, the assignment of children to institu- 
tions, dietetic feeding, day sanatoria, medical aid. home 
visiting and so on." 

There are forest schools for frail children, specially 
equipped colonies for serious cases, children's summer play- 
grounds, and to arouse interest propaganda weeks for tin- 
protection of the health of school children. 

There is a mistaken notion th.it life on th<i farm io 
healthful. In the United States it has boon shown tii.it the 
standard of health conditions in rural communities is below 
that in the cities. This was also true under czarism. Soviet 
Russia is devoting special attention to the protection of the 
health of the rural workers. 

No one could ever imagine American capitalism issuing 
a decree that employment of youth under 18 years of age 
without a preliminary medical examination is prohibited 
That is a Soviet decree. 

One result has been the organization of 24.820 workers' 
physical culture clubs' thruout the Russian Socialist Fed- 
erated Soviet Republic (Soviet Russia proper).

TODAY, more than at any time in the past, it is absolutely 
necessary that the rank and file of the Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers' Union of America take an accounting and 
find out just where It is at. An administration that resorts 
to deliberate misrepresentation in order to secure its ends, 
needs careful watching. It is intended here to comment 
only on several paragraphs appearing In the report of the 
settlement of the strike against the International Tailoring 
Co. and the J. L. Taylor & Co., that appeared in the union s 
official organ, The Advance, on Friday, Nov. 13th. 

Strike settlements, like many other occasions for jubila- 
tion, are attended with an untold amount of "you scratch my 
back and I'll scratch yours," among the officials of labor. 
The ending of this 19-weeks' struggle was no exception. In 
fact, it was carried to ridiculous and deliberately misleading 
extremes that should receive the quick and just rebuke of the 
union's membership. 

Instead of using the enthusiasm, incident upon the end- 
ing of the strike, to build for bigger victories in the future, 
the officials used it to hide the roal terms of the settlement 
and thus undermine the morale of the union. 

Thus. The' Advance, after stating that the strikers in- 
New York City and Chicago received the active support of 
the union's organizations in Rochester, Cleveland and other 
centers, this is tacked on: 

"The Chicago Federation of Labor, and the TreCitles Organ. led 
Labor Movement also came nobly to our support and rendered Invaluable 
aid." 

And in another place: 

"In the Chicago Federation of Labor circles the news of the out- 
come of our strike against the International has been received as a 
victory for the enl.re labor movement. It was pointed out that the 
Amalgsmated has definitely established the validity of the ant. injunc- 
tion law in lll.nols. with this strike." 

If by "the Chicago Federation of Labor" and the "Tri- 
Cities Organized Labor Movement" is meant the membership 
of labor in these two centers, then the report is approximate- 
ly correct. It was the militancy of the membership that 
forced the Chicago Federation of Labor at first into a sym- 
pathetic stand on the side of "The Amalgamated." But the 
report in The Advance is not intended as a tribute to those 
who made tho fight in the Chicago Fedoration of Labor. It 
is a clumsy attempt to cover up the treason of the officials of 
the Chicago Federation of Labor, especially of President 
John Fttzpatrick and Secretary Edward N. Nockels, to the 
35,000 members of "The Amalgamated," in meekly acquies- 
cing in the demand of President William Green, of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, that "The Amalgamated" be con- 
sidered in this struggle as "a dual and seceding organiza- 
tion": that the strike-breaking United Garment Workers of 
America, that was pouring scabs into the struck plants, be 
considered the regular and recognized organization. The 
fight that was made in the Chicago Federation of Labor h.id 
to be made against the officialdom, especially against Fitz- 
patrick. who declared, in the meeting of Sunday, August 2nd. 
when the strike was in a crucial stage: 

\ "We will continue to obey the orders of. the American Federation 
of Labor and to follow its policy no matter where that policy may lead 



The policy of the A. F. of L.. in this strike, resulted in the 
use of an organization without any membership — the United 
Garment Workers of America — as a strikebreaking outfit, 
and Fitzpatrick's acquiescence in that policy, tended to draw 
the Chicago Federation of Labor into the same scabbing 
role. This was only obviated by the settlement of the strike 
that eliminates the United Garment Workers as an anti- 
working class influence in New York City and Chicago. 

The fight for the Amalgamated Clothing Workors of 
America, as the recognized union in the men's clothing indus- 
try, will go on. It will be made, with other struggles, by 
those members whose arguments the officials seek to silence 
with guns and blackjacks. 

These officials of "The Amalgamated," who belly-crawl 
before those who refuse to make the fight inside tho A. F. 
of L„ thus expose themselves as hostile to the best interests 
of the union. Let the membership understand this and then 
act accordingly.

TODAY, another shift in the Polish government, that raigns 
thru murder and imprisonment of workers, finds a coali- 
tion cabinet in power headed by Premier Skrzynski. 

v . . 

The first fact that should interest revolutionary workers 
in America is" that the "socialist," Ziemierski. is given the 
"labor post" in this newest version of the Polish anti-working 
class terror. 

In contrast, the Communist, Stanislaus Lanzutski. at 
one time sentenced to death, still lies rotting in a Polish 
dungeon, because he ur»ed unity of labor in the great rail- 
road strike that shook the whole fabric of capitalist rule in 
Poland, one of the most important sector's on profit's frontier 
against the Union of Sovi3t Republics. 

The "socialists" take a place in the government, to help 
keep the workers in chains, while Communists are sent to 
prison for fighting labor's battles. 

The "socialist." Ziemierski. must join with other execu- 
tioners of work-jrs in Skrzynski's government, to plead with 
foreign bankers fcr loans to help meet huge deficits, brought 
on to a groat extent by the fact that impoverished Poland, 
with a hungry population of 13.000.0O0, while unemployment 
sweeps the big industrial centers, has been forced to support 
a standing army of 400.000 soldiers. Only two countries are 
making loans just now— Great Britain and the United States. 
England can't be expected to invest in such a poor risk, while 
the international bankers of Wall Street always have another 
Dawes plan in reserve for every beggar nation. A Dawes 
plan for Poland means the cutting down of expenditures in 
government, resulting in the discharge of numerous useless 
bureaucrats such as infested Russian tyranny under czar- 
ism, and forcing hup;e reductions in the army. Yet imperial- 
ist France, itself bankrupt, demands that this Polish lackey 
of capitalist militarism must not reduce the strength of its 
murder machine. 

In a cable from Warsaw, John Clayton, one of the recog- 
nized anti-Soviet propagandists of the Chicago Tribune, 

declares that: 

"Poland. v»i!H its • 1 1.000.000 inh.bltant.. MANY Of THEM POOR 
I N A SENSE HARLV TO OE UNDERSTOOD IN AMERICA, csnnot sup- 
port in arrry of 100.000 in addition to the cocnpllcstsd system of stste 
olficats. who are a hc.lJy drain on the finances." 

Not even the diseased imagination of this pen prostitute 
could drive him on this occasion to resort to his usual brand 
of prevarication— something to the effect that while condi- 
tions may be bad in Poland, they are worse in Soviet Russia. 
Economic reconstruction has proceeded so far and so suc- 
cessfully in Soviet Russia, that it has been able to bury the 
falsehoods of the anti-Soviet liars so deep, that the best of 
them, like Clayton, are not able to resurrect them. 

Significant also, is the fact that Archbishop John Ciep- 
lak, high in the Roman church, who has arrived in the United 
States from Poland, is 9°dent on Soviet Russia. While an 
archbishop in Moscow, Cieplak tried to hide the rich stores of 
jewels, to prevent them being used to buy food for the famine 
stricken in 1921. The results were almost fatal to himself. 
Cieplak. however, has no criticism now to offer of the treat- 
ment that he received. 

Instead Cieplak is spending his time telling the Polish 
workers in this country that, altho conditions are bad the 
god of the Roman church will take care of Poland. 

In the meantime he is no doubt pulling every wire pos- 
sible, that connects the catholic church in this country, with 
Wall Street, in order to get a loan. 

But all reports indicate that even the combination of the 
catholic gcd with Wall Street's gold cannot save Poland from 
falling into the hands of its workers and peasants, who alone 
under Soviet Rule can free the masses from their present

With the second fair of the Painleve cabinet, Sunday, 
the numerous forces within the French capitalist state again 
come into collision in the struggle to organize a new cabinet 
to take up the nation's financial problems. 

In the ambitions of Alexandre Millerand and his follow- 
ers, there is a parallel To the coup d'etat that made Benito 
Mussolini the fascist dictator of Italy. 

Mussolini was a "socialist" So was Millerand. They 
were both considered firebrands in their youth. But both 
have developed into the vilest of traitors against the working 
class. Millerand, like Mussolini, stands today for principles 
directly opposite to those he championed when at Saint- 
Mando in 1896 he proclaimed -the right of French workers 



Millerand would-be fascist dictator of France, did not 
wait for the war to offer him an opportunity to turn against 
labor. Ten year's before he had championed, along with 
Viviani and Briand.Nn tH* Second (Socialist) International, 
the right of socialists to enter bourgeois governments. This 
trio saw their treason capture the French socialist party dur- 
ing the war. when French socialists were taken into the war 
cabinets. 

It was in 1920, during the wave of revolutionary enthu- 
siasm that was sweeping Europe's working class, that Mi'inr- 
and. as president, used the whole power of the capitalist 
state to crush the French general strike of that year. In 
recent years Millerand has attacked Herriot's Vatican and 
Soviot policies, thus endearing himself to the most reac- 
tionary elements in Franco, including the royalists who plot 
the return of a monarchy. 

It is declared that the League of Patriotic Youth, or- 
ganized by Millerand's tool. Pierre Taittinger, extreme 
conservative deputy, is spending millions of francs to 
strengthen the organization. £Jo mention has so far been 
made of where these lavish funds come from. 

But the sight of Wall Street handing out a $100,000,000 
loan to Mussolini's dictatorship in Italy might naturally be 
considered as > erasing the way for spending huge sums in 
France in the hope that Morgan may look with equal favor 
upon a fascist tyranny in Paris. 

Millerand. however, has several obstacles in his way 
that did not confront Mussolini. The Italian Communist 
Party was young and inexperienced when Mussolini seized 
power. The French Communist Party is today one of the 
best in the whole Communist International. The Italian 
party was still organized on a social-democratic, geographi- 
cal basis when Mussolini triumphed. The French p^rtv is 
today built solidly upon a shop nuclei basis, firmly imbedded 
in the masses of French labor. Millerand may wish to ko a 
French Mussolini. But the French workers in increasing 
numbers, under Communist leadership, struggle for a Soviot 
Republic. 

The issue becomes daily clearer above the petty scurry- 
ings of bourgeois politicians to form short-lived cabinoti to 
deal frantically and hopelessly with the insoluble contradic- 
tions that Will continue as long as capitalist rule lasts.

Soviet Union Exposes 
League of Nations As 
Foe of Small Nations 



By J. LOUIS ENCDAHL. 




TODAY, Maxim Litvinoff, acting commissar of foreign 
' affairs in the Union of Soviet Republics, while George 
Chicherin is travelling in western Europe, gives an explana- 
tion of the league of nations that should be memorized by 
every worker interested in the triumph of his class over its 
exploiters. Here it is: 

"The league la a mere aereen tor the further oppreaalon of amall 
and weak nationa. It is chiefly » diplomatic stock exchange where the 
stronger nationa arrange their affairs^ behind the backa and at the 
expense of the amaller and weaker nationa." 

Capitalist diplomats have been frantically urging that 
the Soviet Union join the league of nations a. id thus put the 
stamp of its aprpoval on the league's bloody imperialist 
policies. The profit press has been spreading far and wide 
over the world the belief that the Soviot.Union would join. 
This resulted in Litvinoff again stating the position of the 
Soviet Union, and he does not mince words in denouncing 
the league banclit3. 

At the moment that Litvinoff was issuing his statement 
in Moscow, the socialist reichstag member. Otto Wels, at 
Berlin, was reiterating the hope, along with the whole flock 
of Cerman labor oppressors, of all shades of affiliation, that. 
"The only way out of the dangers of isolation is for Russia 
to abandon its voluntary isolation, and take up the road to 
the league." Communists do not go to the social-democratic 
parliamentarians for advice. Moscow will have a good laugh 
at Wels' very comical antics in the role of bait for the league 
of imperialist robbers. Now that Germany has been per- 
mitted to enter the league, Wels can play the part in the 
reich that J. Ramsay MacDonald assumes in England. 

One of the first demands that the German capitalist 
statesmen made, after they had been admitted to the league, 
was that they be given mandates over the colonies that were 
lost as a result of the war. It was urged that the colonies 
could be exploited to help meet the demands of the Dawes 
plan. Tho Gorman socialists, supporters of the league, the 
Dawes plan and the Locarno "security pact," must favor 
such a scheme of intensivo colonial oppression, that lod Mac- 
Donald, while labor premier, into championing the worst im- 
perialist policies against India, Egypt and China: that has 
led French "socialists" into giving their aid to the butchers' 
wars against the Riffians. in Africa, and the Druses in Syria, 
and similarly, Spanish "socialist" support of the government 
that wars, altho very unsuccessfully, against the native peo- 
ples of Morocco. That these "socialists" should even hint the 
desire to have Soviet rule join such imperialist hangmen's 
company, shows how little they understand the Bolshevist 
revolution that rose to power in Russia on November. 1917. 

The Soviet Union is not isloated. It has mighty friends 
in the growing class conscious masses in all capitalist coun- 
tries. Oppressed colonies and subject nations everywhere 
are turning more and more to it for guidance and inspiration. 
The Communist theory that forms the bedrock upon which 
Soviet rule has been built proclaims tho identity of interest 
between exploited industrial workers in the homeland and 
the enslaved colonial peoples. Wels, in Germany; MacDon- 
ald, in England. Leon Blum in Fiance, and their "socialist" 
counterparts in all Innds reject this fundamental, as they 
give their allegiance to their various national capitalisms.

French Communist Program 

The Communist Party of France, which played an impor 
in the chamber of deputies preceding the fall of the I'ninleve cabinet 
s rapidly gaiuing the confidence and support of the working musses 
kf that country. Its most important agitational work is its con- 
liistent struggle against the imperialist adventurers in Syria and 
■Morocco. Following the true Leninist policy of aiding the colonials 
f in tlieir nationalist struggles against imperalisra. the French party 
g delivering sledge hammer blows against the policy of the socialisl 
Imperialists of the Ilerriot camp as well as the avowedly reactionary.

francs and a general taxation of fi billion francs. The burden of 
direct taxes would fall on the masses: the industrial tax of one 
billion would fall on the consumer: the small holder of government 
bonds was to be taxed 15% additional, while a head tax of 211 francs 
WAS to lie placed on every citizen. To these laves was added a heavy 
tax on small peasant holdings, llumanilr remarks that I he whole 
program is designed to avoid progressive income taxes on the big 
bourgeoisie and is similar to the tlermnii currency scheme of HKES 
that in such suffering for the masses of Herman workers and middle 
Tissues.

Whple Working Class 
Must Realize Anthracite 
Coal Strike Is Its Affair 



By J. LOUIS ENCDAHL. 




TODAY, the mine barons whistle for courage at the threat 
of the mine workers that trie soft coal fields will come 
out in sympathy with the anthracite strikers now entering 
their fourth month of battle. "At first John Hays Hammond, 
the leader of the anthracite mine owners, claimed the strike 
of the 158.000 Pennsylvania hard coal diggers could easily 
be broken thru the use of substitutes, especially oil and bi- 
tuminous coal. Now the mine owners, facing a soft coal 
strike, put up the bluff that enuf bituminous coal can be 
mined in tho non-union fields to supply the demands of the 
entire natioil. 

• . • • 

There are two big facts that the mine barons do not 
admit publicly, even tho they may realize it among them- 
selves. These are: 

First: That great masses of mine workers in the unor- 
ganized fields are ready to strike. In fact the coal miners 
in West Virginia have been waging brilliant struggles dur- 
ing the past year; struggles that still continue. 

Second: Coal supplies are useless unless they can be 
hauled over the railroads to the market. A bituminous coal 
strike would furnish another opportunity to develop solidar- 
ity between the railroaders and the. mine workers; in spite 
of the officialdom. 

In fact the anthracite strike. that was called to better the 
workinp- conditions of the 158,000 miners in a small area in 
Pennsylvania may develop into a nation-wide labor struggle 
of great proportions. 

President John L. Lewis of the miners' union forced 
the mine owners into their present attempted bold front, 
thru his letter to President Coolidge threatening the walk- 
out of the soft coal minors. It is said that Coolidge is still 
considering tho letter from the mine workers' president: 
that he will h.tvo a reply to make to it. It is not expected 
that this reply will be conciliatory In the least. 

As usual Governor Pinchot. of Pennsylvania, is again 
trying to trick the anthracite strikers into a position where 
they will accept a compromise to the liking of the coal 
profiteers. 

Thus the anthracite strike is developing into a class bat- 
tle of major importance. The holiday atmosphere that was 
claimed for it, in early September, is completely dissipated 
as the grim clash between the mine workers and mine own- 
ers rushes toward its full implications. The so-called "sus- 
pension" becomes a strike of the first magnitude. 

In this instance, it is well to remember that It was the 
miner militants, some of whom were sent to jail by the ju- 
dicial stool pigeons of the coal interests, who urged the 
steps that must inevitably be taken in the strike, if it is to 
become effective, tho calling out of the thousands of main- 
tenance men still at work, and the spread of the struggle to 
the soft coal fields. As the strike continues, even the reac- 
tionary officials of the miners' union, who join the bosses in 
their reef-baiting campaigns against the progessives. will 
bo forced to espouse at least some of the demands that have 
been made by the militants since the beginning of the strug- 

.... 

Thus tho anthracite strike becomes more and more 
tho affair of the rank and file and less the affair of the offi- 
cials, who have permitted no meetings of strikers and given 
them practically no opportunity' to voice their views on poli- 
cies to be followed. It will also become more the affair of 
the whole American labor movement. The Atlantic City 
convention of the American Federation of Labor passed 
resolutions of sympathy. That was almost two months 
ago. Sympathy will not help the anthracite strikers very 
much. What they need is the co-operation, in every possible 
way, of all American labor, in order to win the present con- 
flict, no matter what its proportions may become, and then 
press on to greater triumphs.

American Workers Must 
Give' Heed to the Plea 
of Porto Rican Labor 



By J. LOUIS ENQDAH 



TODAY, another cry of misery oomat up out of Porto 
Rico, called "a military possession under the war de- 
partment" of the United States. If the American ooloniee 
suffered In the 18th century under the alien lash of British 
tyranny, as they surely did, then the endured agony of Porto 
Rlcans today passes all understanding. If revolution was 
justifiablo In 1776 for the colonists, then the downtrodden 
and bitterly exploited Porto Rlcans have every cause to rebel 
now. 

the protest of the Porto Rioans still takes the form of 
petitions to Washington. 0. C. It Is significant, however, 
that it is in great part inspired by the organized industrial 
workers of the island. A petition of redress of grievances, 
signed by 13,000 Porto Ricans, has just been handed to 
President Coolidge. coming from the Froe Federation of 
Workingmon. 

It is morely requested that the president appoint a com- 
mission to study conditions in the island and make recom- 
mendations to congress on improving the situation, econom- 
ically and politically. It is a small demand. Yet is is doubt- 
ful If it will be complied with. American imperialism is quite 
satisfied with conditions as they exist In the nation's island 
dependencies, especially in Porto Rico, Hawaii and the Philip- 
pines. Labor organizations may be outlawed; workers seek- 
ing better conditions may be murdered by the forces of "law 
and order": the whole population m»y be degraded, but all 
that is of no consequence as long as" the absentee profiteers 
receive their ,tli /idends regularly. No count is kept of the toll 
in blood, pain and tears. Even to investigate might expose 
the rottenness. 

The petition of the islanders declares: 

"The reaourcea of our land are absorbed and controlled in such a 
form that the Porto Rican people are practically organized and con- 
atltuted just like a factory worked by industrial alaves." 

That shows that the Porto Ricans have at least attained 
the beginnings of wisdom. They realize their condition. 
That is greater progress than masses workers in the United 
States have made. This realization of their degradation has 
come to them in spite of the fact that

TODAY, Victor L. Borger, the Milwaukee "socialist" con- 
gressman, is back in Washington, D. C, waiting for the 
speaker to call the house of representatives into- session, 
while his daily newspaper back home.

Like the good and faithful ally of oapitalism that it is. 
Berger's Milwaukee Leader falls gracefully into line with an 
editorial starting off with .this paragraph:

That is a reminder of the war days when everyone was 
not only urged, but blackjacked into subscribing for the Red 
Cross, as well as buying, liberty bonds and war saving stamps, 
not to mention aid to the Salvation Army and similar pap- 
sucking organizations. Only the staunchest revolutionists, 
loyal to thuir principles, fought off the pay-trlot horde. 

Carl Haessler was a war objector. In the early days of 
the war he waj a member of the Leader's editorial staff. He 
wrote a scathing attack against the Red Cross and its activ- 
ities. Berger. tho "socialist," could not deny the truth of 
the charges made against this capitalist philanthropy, but he 
deemed it bad policy to publish it. Not bad policy from the 
light of socialist principles. But ill advised when studied 
from the viewpoint of Berger's political ambitions. 

Instead Berger became an ardent supporter of the Red 
Cross.

CLARKSDALE, Mitt., Dec. 2 — 
That the criminal courtt of Mittlt- 
alppl are being uted for the collec- 
tion of private debta by corporate 
interest! It evidenced by the mln- 
uttt of Juatice 8. J. Avery's court 
at Jonetvllle. Thirteen Mexican men 
and women were brought to thlt 
section to work on the Barktdtle 
pltntttlon at Jonetvllle, but before 
they left their native country they 
algned a legal document binding 
themselves to labor at a stipulated 
sum and to refund the amount of 
transportation advaaced by the own- 
ers of the plantation. On their ar- 
rival, they discovered that better 
wages and conditions existed else- 
where and quit; later they were ar- 
rested charged with obtaining mon.

Churches Tiying to Hide 
Their Role of Defenders 
of the Capitalist State

TODAY, Presbyterian Church dignitaries meet in the midst 
of the parasites idling at Atlantic City and put first on the 
order of the day, "the present spiritual condition of our 
church and the causes making for "unrest." At the same 
time the National Study Conference on the Churches and 
World Peace opens in the shadow of the nation's capitol in 
Washington, starting off with a greeting from President 
Coolidge declaring "that the co-operation of schools, courts, 
press, home, governments and churches will be necessary to 
bring about world peace." It is the usual bunk that comes 
out of Atlantic City and the regular stock in trade piffle that 
may be expected fronj Coolidge every time ho tries to say 
something. . N 

The Presbyterian Church will not seriously investigate 
"causes making for unrest." Churches have tried that be- 
fore. Immediately they have found that the causes begin 
hitting at the pillars of the profit system, the investigation has 
been quickly dropped. To create the least distrust in the 
minds of the mnssos that the capitalist system is not what is 
claimed for it — that it is the best social system of all time 
that must continue into time everlasting — to deny that is 
considered a greater crime than the violation single or in lots 
of all the commandments that Moses is alleged to have 
brought down off Mount Sinai. 

It is a rule that the church sides with the exploiter in 
every strike. The rare exceptions only prove this rule. No 
one has heard of the churches in the anthracite coal fields 
uniting to insist that tho strikers be granted their demands. 
If any prayers are uttered in the churches of the coal fields, 
they are for the victory of the mine barons. It is during 
strike times that the blackcoated churchman dives deepest 
into his barrel of canned sermons to stock up on dope for 
the strikers, tolling them to bo "meek and humble" before 
the lord. Of course, while the preacher has one eye on the 
sky. he has the other on the lord of profit, especially coal 
profits, sitting hi the front row and listening happily, know- 
ing that all meekness and humbleness on the part of the 
miners is strength to his side of the fight. The Presbyterians 
at Atlantic City are making the usual gesture that should 
fool no one.

In the last 
war no country was forced to fight without the benediction 
of the various religions operating within its borders. This 
op-ooeration was the easiest to get; the church following the 
capitalist armies into war thru its chaplains attached to va- 
rious military units. 

When the workers understand the fraudulent spectacles 
provided for them by the Presbyterians at Atlantic City and 
by the Washington Conference, it will not be so easy to lure 
them into the next slaughtor house that is even now being 
prepared for them.

TODAY. American capitalism again demonstrates to its 
rival, British capitalism, that it la by far the stronger of 
the two. Thia voracious beast that travels the world over, 
to satiate its profit hunger, snaps its challenge to the lean 
lion in London, that no nation must dare oppose America. 

When Great Britain reached an agreement to pay its 
war debt to the United States and then, with a great show of 
courage, returned to the gold standard, that was a challenge 
to new struggles in the world's commercial rivalry. 

But the bold front of the British suffers another setback. 
London has been compelled to increase its rediscount rate, 
at one jump, from four to five per cent, in order to stop "the 
empire" being bled of its gold. The increase iin the bank 
rate was made absolutely necessary by the heavy drains on 
anemic British capitalism. The outflow has aggregated more 
than $933,000,000 since the Bank of England reduced its 
rate to four per cent last October, while its gold reserve is 
$48,500,000 lower than when England returned to the gold 
standard last April. The British must therefore clr^se their 
gates against the exit ef this precious basis for their cur- 
rency. But that only weakens British imperialism in its fight 
for foreign markets, in its attempted "conquests of peace" 
over other nations, that are now compelled to turn their ex- 
clusive attention once more to the United States as the sole 
creditor nation. ^ 

As if to taunt the British lion, Wall Sreet refuses to ad- 
vance its rediscount rate by even a fraction. It is indicated 
that the order to make no change, altho this could easily be 
done and had in fact been announced, came directly from 
Secretary of the Treasury "Andy" Mellon, chief spokesman 
of the American dollar in Coolidge's cabinet. The American 
bank rate remains at V/ 2 per cent, a full V/ 2 per cent below 
the British. 

Thus England, altho she may parade as the chief insti- 
gator of Locarno "security" pacts against Soviet Rule, is 
nevertheless the helpless puppet of American capitalism. 

The weekly report of the federal reserve system for the 
New York district shows that in spite of the wild wave of 
speculation and the giant loans made, yet the total loans of 
the New York bank have declined $4,924,000. Reserves and 
deposits at New York increased $3,565,000 and $14,236,000. 
respectively during the past week. 

This is the power that the possession of one-half of the 
world's gold supply— $4,500,000,000 out of $9,000,000,000— 
gives to American finance. It was necessary to force the 
Locarno compact upon the capitalist nations of Europe, so 
that the American gold surplus would not only find a safe 
and "peaceful" spot for investment, but also an opportunity 
to collect the interest on the investments made. Of course, 
this ncessitates the enforcement of "industrial peace", within 
the various nations, resulting in an alliance between the 
American dollar and the different national governments to 
keep the workers in servile submission to the bitter exploita- 
tion forced upon them in order that the demands of the 
American shylocks mavvbe satisfied. 

Thus British capitalism, with the various national ca- 
pitalisms upon the continent, may be helpless in the grip of 
Wall Street rule. But beyond lies the as yet slumbering 
power of the discontented and revolutionary workers, who 
are developing strength to tear down not only the dreams 
of Britain's Lombard Street, of the French Bourse and the 
financial districts of the European capitals, but of New 
York's center of finance as well. And back of these battling 
revolutionary workers stands the power of the workers and 
peasants of the Soviet Union, the bulwark of the world revo- 

At this writing the United States may furnish the world 
with its dominant imperialism. But the awakening of the 
oppressed everywhere will result in the creation of a power 
against which even the American dollar cannot stand, but 
before which its rule must collapse and fall.

TODAY, the International Live Stock Exposition, held in 
the vast Dexter Pavilion in the stockyards, closes its 
doors, and the capitalist press votes it a record breaker. The 
blue-blooded aristocracy turned out on the last night, at an 
exclusive horse show, and got its choicest list of names into 
the public prints. There was also a polo game, the sport of 
the idle rich. That was the way it ended in the midst of the 
great slaughter pens of Armour, Morris, Swift. Cudahy and 
the rest, who take the products of the farm and turn them 
into great profits for the "food trust." 

The attendance was announced as the biggest ever. In 
order to pad it, thousands of Chicago school children were 
herded out to "the yards" and rushed thru the exposition. 
Probably the first time that most of them had ever seen a 
cow, a sheep or a hog. They were not good substitutes for 
the children of the farms, whose parents were unable to pay 
the price of a short holiday in Chicago, "The Hog Butcher 
of the World", as Carl Sandburg, the poet, calls it. 

It is well to point out the difference in the Union of 
Soviet Republics. There tho real dirt farmers, the peasant 
masses who stand with the city workers in improving the 
fruits of the triumphant Bolshevik revolution, come in great 
throngs to the agricultural and live stock expositions in 
which thoy are interested, inost of their expenses met by 
their own Soviet government. These Russian gatherings are 
centers of real education and not show-off places for the 
parasites; att impossible thing in Russia today, of course, be- 
cause there the parasitic landlord, banker, food profiteer 
class has been downed forever. In Chicago, however, theso 
loachos upon tho masses still dominate. 

One of the incidents that proved to the full the nature 
of tho gathering was the absolute silence maintained by the 
whole capitalist press concerning the visit to the exposition 
of throe representatives of the Union of Soviet Republics. 
J. G. Ohsol. of tho Amtorg Trading Co.. D. N. Borodin, of the 
Russian Agricultural Agency in America, and Boris Skvirsky, 
of tho Russian Information Bureau in Washington. 

Tho Russians enno to Chicago as the guests of the 
American Rainbouillet Sheep Breeders' Association that co-' 
operated with the Soviet Mission that visited the United 
States late in the summer and purchased 3,500 head of this 
breed to help improve tho growing Russian flocks. Prac- 
tically every Chicago profit sheet had representatives at the 
dinner that was givon for the Soviet spokesmen at St. Hu- 
bert's Inn. Theso writers took down copious notes of all that 
was said, especially the speeches made by Ohsol. Borodin 
and Skvirsky. relating exact conditions. But not a word 
thruout the whole broad expanse of the kept press. Here 
was the truth about Soviet rule put down under tho noses 
of these subsidized organs of capitalism, that pride them- 
selves on their "nose for nows." But. like The Tribune, that 
has withdrawn its correspondent from Soviet soil, they would 
rather get their news from tho propaganda liars stationed 
at Riga. Latvi.:. Holsingfors, Finland. Stockholm. Sweden, 
or other centers for the dissemination of anti-Soviet false- 
hoods. 

But in this instance, at least, the hireling press was 
silenced. It dared not lie about the reception given the 
Soviet representatives in Chicago. To do so would arouse 
the wrath of American interests that not only hope, but even 
' are doing considerable "business" with the Soviet gov- 
It was. therefore, caught between two pincers. 

The day approaches when the American farmers, in 
place of the food profiteers, will have their own Inter- 
national Live Stock Exposition in Chicago. But that day will 
not arrive until the profit press, one of the last citadels of the 
capitalist enemy, has been completley silenced, thru the abo- 
htion of capitalism: the capitalist press that will tud.w hail 
Cal Coohdge's quack nostrums for the solution of the many 
ills that beset America's farming population.

Soviet Recognition Will 
Come Before Congress 
that Is Now in Session 



By J. LOUIS ENCDAHL. 



TODAY, Congrats convenes. One of the problem! that will 
come before it will be the recognition of the Union of 
Socialist Soviet Republics. 

Ever since the Bolshevik revolution, in November, 1917, 
more than eight years ago, militant workers have held this 
demand steadily to the front. They have fought against the 
bitter and organized hostility of the official regime of the 
American Federation of Labor, that receives its policies on 
international questions ready made from the United States 
department of state. Secretary of State Kellogg could not 
have penned a more vindictive and malicious slander against 
the Soviet Union than that adopted by the last convention of 
the American Federation of Labor. 

The sentiment of America's workers on this question, 
however, surged to the surface at the recent convention of 
the International Furriers' Union, at Boston, when resolu- 
tions were adopted unanimously declaring for recognition. 

Coolidge's message may or may not deal with this ques- 
tion. That will not matter. While Coolidge's state depart- 
ment repeatedly declares its hostility, and Cal himself an- 
nounces he has not altered his stand. Senator William 
E. Borah, the republican head of the senate committee of 
foreign affairs, reiterates his demand for recognition of the 
Soviet Union. He says the United States must get an in- 
creased share of Soviet trade, and points out that full 
recognition and the opening of commercial relations, thru 
the necessary treaties, is the best way to get it. 

Last Sunday saw the opening of the Shatursky electrical 
power station near Moscow, one of the biggest stations in 
the Soviet Union. All the foreign diplomats representing 
capitalist governments in Moscow were there. But there 
was no ambassador from the United States, because this 
country has not yet recognized the workers' and peasants' 
government. 

But American industry was present in the form of the 
614 huge girders upon which the great building rested. 
America sends a greater volume of exports to the Soviet 
Union than any other country. 

This is only the beginning, however. Americans are 
demanding unhindered trade with Russia. This was amply 
shown at the recent reception given by the Rambouillet 
Sheep Breeders' Association to the Soviet representatives in 
this country, at which closer and more sympathetic relations 
with the Soviet Union were demanded. It is clearly evident 
that the United States does not want to lose any Russian 
trade. Not only American gold exports, but trade as Well, 
is proceeding to the Soviet Union thru Cermany. It is also 
declared that part of the Italo-American debt accord provides 
for the collaboration of American commercial investors with 
Italian industry for the development of trade with Russia and 
the Near East. The Near East includes the three Soviet 
Republics of Armenia, Georgia and Azerbaijan, as well as 
Turkey, hostile to Great Britain; Syria, in revolt against 
France; Irak, restless under British rule, and other subject 
nations, discontented and rebellious. 

It is plain that the United States, refusing to recognize 
Soviet Rule, is merely hiding behind and taking advantage of 
the recognition given the Soviet Union by both Germany 
and Italy. In this way the United States has practically re- 
cognized the Soviet government already. All this would in- 
dicate that Soviet recognition is a rather bitter pill for the 
Coolidge administration to swallow. But recognition will be 
forced by an awakening American working class that is 
continually developing its solidarity with the workers and 
peasants who have established their Soviet rule. The left 
wing in the organized American labor movement has a major 
issue in the demand for the recognition of the Union of 
Soviet Republics. It should make the n.ost of it.

The New Land Slavery 



Capitalism in its inexorable march brings nil forms of produc- 
tion under its swaj*. Having lillcd almost every available industrial 
center with iis machines to which millions ,.f wage alaves, deprived 
of all property except their power to lal.or. are chained by the ever 
present threat of poverty and Ifiilliier, and huving extended its talons 
to the remotest pans of the globe it u»nv reaches out for more slaves 
lo satisfy its insatiable greed. 

The "free" f ranters are now falling under (he domination of lug 
capital.. The Coolidge speech delivered in Chicago Monday clearly 
revealed the process by which this is being brought about. Low 
prices ofrfarm products, the necessity for buying modern machinery 
to compete with the larger farms, forces the tillers of the soil to 
appeal to the banks for funds to tide them over the period of dc 
pressinn. The sighedfor prosperity does not come. Forced to dispose 
of his produce at less than the cost of production the farmer becomes 
hopelessly enmeshed in the clutches of the bankers. 

Mortgages in the hands of the hank enable these institutions 
to dictate to the farmers the manner in which they shall conduct 
'he fHrms that formerly were their own. The farmer becomes a land 
sluve, doing the bidding of the agents of the milling trust, the packers, 
and other great industrial combines depending upon the laud for 
raw material. The whole population suffers thereby. It is not a 
question of production for th« use of all society, but for the prolit 
of the master class. \ 

Coolidge, in his speech, enmparvd the la ml slaves of former times 
with the so-called free American farmer, lie said : 

"In the early c4|lnnlnga of organized society the main form of 

wealth which wa« plentiful conileted of land. It was almost the sole 

source of production. Alwaya in theory, and usually in practice, all 

land belonged to the crown." 

I'nder that system the king bestowed the use of (be land upon his 
retainer*, the feudal barons, and furnished him with serfs attached 
to the soil. With the coining of capitalism the serfs and free men in 
habiting the land were scourged from the soil ami the land turned 
into sheep walks so that raw material could be obtained in abundance 
for the woolen mills, of the new industrial cities that were rapid h 
growing.

The 
land is falling into the hands of those who wear the crown ..f it., 
perialism. Their retainers, ihe country bankers are permitted 
dominate the landed estates and the farmers and their families slave 
with modern farm machinery as the serfs slaved. 

The analogy can be carried still farther, according to' reports 
from A. C. Miller, the lone Communist member of the state legis 
latnre of North Dakota. In tht.t state whole townships of small 
farms are being destroyed, the fences are lieing torn down ami in 
many instances two or three workers with tractors are farming a 
whole township. The small renter is being hounded from 111,' farms 
formerly obtainable, while large-scale farming razes the very houses 
ihey formerly inhabited, using the IuiuImt for firewood. And. just 
as in the days of the bloody legislation of Henry VIII ami Klign 
betb. the former tillers of the soil and their families are being 
driven into the cities to swell the ranks of the unskilled laborers. 

One thing only will save the farmers. That is to make common 
cause xx i r It the industrial proletariat and help us build a powerful 
'party that will challenge the power of the capitalist class, that today 
is repeating on a far greater scale the devastation wrought at the 
dawn of this bestial system of slavery.

"TODAY, the Tuleheimo government in Finland topples into 
• tlust. This event is important because Finland, with its 
3.000,000 population, is capitalism's frontier on the north- 
western border of the Union of Soviet Republics. The pres- 
ent demise of the Tuleheimo government is directly due to its 
efforts to fulfill its functions as an Imperialist bulwark against 
Bolshevism. But the masses refused to endure its program 
of militarism. 

The 

Chicago Daily News declars that the government had "ad- 
vocated an ambitious naval program." The records show 
that the Finnish navy at one time consisted of two broken 
ships stolen from Russia when the white terror managed to 
• hold Finland against Soviet Rule. Later, reports had it, 
these ships were clashed tt? pieces on the Swedish coast in a 
slorm th.it swopt th*e Baltic Sea. 

The Finnish terror, however, had paid much more atten- 
tion to its army. The soldiery has stalked thru Finland, sinco 
tin? Bolshevik revolution, pretty much after the fashion of the 
Russian knout wielders and saber rattlers in the days of czar- 
ism. There is also nine months* conscription and a so-called 
"voluntary" white guard. The goose-step of militarism is 
firmly and heavily fastened upon the Finnish masses. 

The workers and farmers of Finland, drawn into the., 
world war under the czar, had fought valiantly for their liber- 
ation following the Bolshevik triumph over czarism. In the 
white terror, supported by the German kaiser before his fall, 
it is estimated that from 20.000 to 30.000 martyrs gave up 
their lives on the gallows for the revolution. An equal num- 
ber died in the bullpens from hunger and exposure. A score 
of thousands more were held in prison for long terms. There 
are still nearly a thousand political prisoners in Finland. 

The Communist Party is illegal in Finland. The Work- 
ers (Socialist) Party, organized in sympathy with the Com- 
munist movement, was also declared .illegal and hundreds of 
its most prominent spokesmen thrown into prison. Very re- 
ef rtly another terror drive was launched against the Young 
Socialist League of Finland, its crime being that it was also

If the speech made by Senator Sergio -Osmena, heading 
the present drive for Filipino independence, in Chicago, is to 
be taken as a criterion, then there is little need of explain- 
ing tho contemptuous attitude that President Coolidge took 



towards the question of Filipino liberation In hi3 message 
to congress last weok. Sen-tor Osmena's kind had merely 
invited an other kick and they got it. 

The United States went into the Philippines in 1890. 
now 27 years ago. The grabbing of islands was one of its 
first imperialist ventures. The islands today constitute 
Wall Streofs territorial outpost in the orient. There is no 
indication that U. S. imperialism intends to voluntarily lot 
them go. In fact, Coolidge's message called for greater 
power being put into the hands of the oppressor governor- 
gonernl, the militarist and strikebreaker. Leonard Wood. 
This will result in the authority of tho local legislative body 
bolng lessened to the extent that Wood's authority is in- 
creased. This is what Washington diplomacy calls, "traininr; 
the Philippines in self-government." It is, in truth, lulling 
the f-tlipinos to sloep with phrases while increasing th..- 
stranglehold of American domination over tho Filipino peo- 
pl». Senator Osmena seoms peculiarly and willingly sus- 
ceptible to this manufactured potion of American imper- 
ialist statesmanship. 

The resolution prepared for the Chicago reception to 
the sixth Philippine commission, as well as Sen. Osmena's 
speech, were devoid of any indication that the elements re- 
presentated realize in the slightest the nature of the strug- 
gle confronting them. Some phrases are tAken bodily out 
of tin: American declaration of independence, now a century 
and a half old, without containing any of the hold r.t it nt 
of numerous grievances contained in th'it document, on 
the basis of which the colonists launched their v/.tr against 
British tyranny. Wilsonian phrases, liko "making th-.- world 
safe for democracy" are also called into play by Osmena'3 
commission which seoms to indulge the hallucination that 
tho succulent phrases of imperialism's diplomacy are utter- 
ed to bo fulfilled. They show they have allowed themselves 
to be cmght in tho trap sot~for them. 

While Osmena was making has plea in Chicago, for "an 
over-introasinsj self-government." as promised 27 years ago. 
Governor-Genera! Wood was arbitrarily vetoing acts of the 
Filipino legislature, and soldiers under the stars and stupe; 
were -.hooting down natives in approved Wall Street stylo. 

With Senator Osmena on the speakers' platform was 
Prof. E.l.vin A. Burtt. of the Standard Oil University of Chi- 
cago, who urged the Filipinos to place their hopo in the 
"wor!:! fraternity" — the league of nations — at Geneva. 
Switzerland, half way around the world. The greasy profes- 
sor did not tell. them t>iat the league .was an instrument for 
the suppression of "smaller* nations, like the Philippines. In- 
stead of blasting the professor's pretensions, howevor. Sen- 
ator Osmena and the other Filipino speakers accepted them 
hk<_> welcome crumbs thrown from a rich store of treasured 
reasoning. 

If the other members of the Filipino commission are of 
the same type as Senator Osmena. they constitute an ob- 
sequious outfit that will win nothing for tho subject island- 
There will no doubt b ea seventh commission. The in- 
dustrial workers, growing more numerous on the islands, 
and oppressed land labor, must inaugurate steps to see that 
they are represented, if they do not control the next mission. 
Senator Osmena's actions indicate that he has turned his 
back upon the workers and farmers of the United States, the 
only source from which the Filipinos can expect aid in this 
country for their liberation struggle. Wall Street's grip 
upon the Philippines can only be loosened by the united ef- 
forts of class conscious American labor allied with the most 
conscious elements of the Filipino people realizing to the full 
the nature of their struggle. In such an allianca a there is no 
- belly-crawlers horribly kissing the feet of the en- 
vu -1 the homeland and in the colonios.

TODAY, the Hearst press discovers with horror that Wall 
Street is the "mysterious Santa Claus" that is feeding 
the national collegiate world court conference with finances. 
It announces this discovery to the world and bids it shudder. 

Arthur Brisbane and William Randolph Hearst have 
been so busy investing their surplus million* in New York 
real estate that they haven't had time to make this discovery 
before. Brisbane thinks "Andy" Mellon, secretary of the 
treasury, is one of the greatest financier* of all time. He is 
—for the great rich. "Andy" could no doubt have given 
Arthur a little primer - lesson on the economic forces that 
determine opposition to or support of the world court, the 
back door to the league of nations. 

It is 'Morgan's Wall Street that is in Europe with its 
loans and its Dawes plan*, and it is Wall Street, with its 
international banking clique, that wants the United States 
in the court and the league. Therefore, it provides the coin 
to put it over. 

It was not difficult to learn that Corliss Lamont, son of 
Thomas W. Lamont, of the House of Morgan, is the figure- 
head of the dominant New York group of what is known as 
the "world court committee" of the Council of Christian 
Associations, that planned and carried out the collegiate 
conference at Princeton University, over which Woodrow 
Wilson presided before he started his political career that 
carried him to the White House, and to the Versailles peace 
conference as the chosen agent of American imperialism. 

It was under the direction of young Lamont's committee 
thst organization work was carried on, a propaganda cam- 
paign launched and an army of speakers sent out to persuade 
the students of America's goo»e-*tep universities and col- 
leges, with their faculties, that they should all be for the 
world court. 

The opposition. — championed by American industrial 
interests — lacking virility and organization, saw the world 
court adherents sweep everything before them in the fraudu- 
lent referendums that were conducted in real Tammany

They were not able to bring back the ghost of Ceorge 
Washington, to warn against entangling foreign alliances, 
to conjure up the past and glorify American isolation, divorc- 
ing the United States from the troubles besetting the cap- 
italist countries of Europe. 

• • • • 

The paid for demonstration of university students at 
Princeton is only another indication, and an important one. 
of the big efforts that are being made by the international 
bankers to put this country into the league 'and tho court. 
It is the method ofNAmerican finance capital to win congress 
for its world domination schemes. 

That the movement is neither temporary nor sporadic is 
shown by the confession of the most active court disciples 
that: 

• We were told we could have all the money vye wanted to spend: 
the college* don't have to put up anything themselves until ISZr." 

New York backers (Wall Street) are to finance the first 
year of the permanent world court organization the students 
have started. They will finance the second, and others also, 
if necessary. 

All this so that the United States may resume its 
"leadership of the world." in the words of Bishop William T. 
Manning and Nicholas Murray Butler, president of Columbia 
University, puppets that jump and dance as the dollar dic- 
tates. 

Thus, in spite of the opposition of industrial capital. 
American finance capital drags the United States more and 
more into the world arena of greater competitive rivalries, 
with their diplomatic alliances and ententes leading to new 
wars. 

It is a challenge to America's workers and farmers to 
do the only thing open to them, develop their own class 
power in alliance with the workers of other countries, and 
thus prepare for the final te*t of strength that must result in 
tne abolition of the profit rule that is even now purchasing 
the support of America's educational system, like a harlot 
bought upon the streets, in order that the chains of the dollar 
may be shackled more firmly than ever upon all nations. 
Thru the alliance of labor the shackles will be broken.

New York Librarians 
Get a Wage Increase 



TODAY, Robert M. LaFollette, Jr., senator In place of his 
■ father, is given his committee assignments by the regular 
republican senate organization. In r«.ply to a request by 
newspapermen for his comment on these "republican 
honors'" bestowed upon him by Wall Street's politicians, 
LaFollette. Jr., stated, "I have nothing to say," 

The conclusion is that the regular republicans have ef- 
fectively gagged the "crown prince" of Wisconsin politics by 
accepting him as. their own. The middle class attack waged 
in the senate by the elder LaFollette against big business is 
thus completely silenced. 

It was no later than last Sunday that the so-called 
"progressive" party of Illinois, meeting in Chicago, sent a 
groeting to LaFollette. Jr. The message was no doubt in- 
spired by the forlorn hope that perhaps LaFollette. Jr.. was 
stilt on the doorstep of the republican party facing the out- 
of-doors.

ism's ton caucus in the senate. LaFollette protested he is 
still an "mc'ipendont republican" adhering to his late father's 
platforms. But old party political platforms are made to 
walk in on. and LaFollette. Jr.. has walked right into the 
republican paity on the platform his father provided him. 
Now he will have no more use for it.

TODAY, great interest center* In new attempti at world 
disarmament. The official Invltationt to join an arms 
conference under the auspices of the league of nations are 
received by the Soviet government in Moscow, and by Presi- 
dent Coolidge for the United States government at Wash- 
ington. Without the participation of these two countries the 
attempted conference would resolve itself Into a small gath- 
ering of western European capitalist nations torn by jealous 
hatreds. ^ ^ 

In announcing its receipt of the league's request that 
it participate in the proposed gathering, the Soviet govern- 
ment will, no doubt, take occasion to definitely state its 
position on this question. 

It has stated its position before. It demands imme- 
diate disarmament. It is against talking about it and doing 
nothing, which is the policy of the imperialist plunderbund. 

Ever since the Bolshevik revolution showed that it was 
more powerful than all its capitalist foes, Soviet rule has 
demanded disarmament. George Chicherin, Soviet Com- 
missar of Foreign Affairs, who is now in Paris, points out 
that last year the Soviet Union was willing to enter any con- 
ference discussing disarmament problems, and had agreed 
to the Benes (Czecho-Slovakia) plan for a compact of mu- 
tual security. 

Chicherin seizes upon this occasion to again restate 
the Soviet attitude tdward Jhe league of nations and the 
Locarno conference^ The nations that talk disarmament are 
the same nations that the. Soviet government charges en- 
tered into a compact for aggression against the Soviet state. 
Chicherin openly tells the profit conspirators who would pre- 
pare for themselves a disarmament mask to hide their mili- 
tarist faces that "our apprehension regarding Locarno 
are sufficiently known." He goes further. He notifies the 
bandits of Versailles that Germany will be disillusioned by 
the Locarno developments. 

• > e e 

The profit press hails any participation by the Soviet 
Union in any disarmament conference that may be held as a 
step closer to the league of nations. Chicherin blasts this 
dream. The Soviet Union has not changed its attitude to- 
wards the league. It still considers the league as an alliance 
of robber nations to maintain intact their colonial empires, 
and to perpetuate the mandates granted by the looters' Ver- 
sailles peace. 

Since but one-sixth of the world is Soviet, and five- 
sixths still remain capitalist, Moscow must maintain rela- 
tions with its enemies. It does not intend to do so by enter- 
ing the thieves' lair at Geneva, Switzerland, where the 
league makes its headquarters. Chicherin says: 

•There is another way open— by direct and immediate agreements 
with all the other countries on aU'qutstions that interest us. We nave 
entered on such a period." 

It is this that the capitalist statesmen do not like: that 
the Soviet Union should have separate dealings with them 
all. exploiting their differences for its own purposes. 

• a • • I 
Coolidge rule at Washington takes pride in Locarno. It 

urges joining the world court, the back door to the league of 
nations. Everything that Chicherin charge* against the 
European profit nations also holds true for the Unitod States, 
including the question of disarmament. Militarism weighs 
almost as heavily upon the American workers and farmers 
as it does upon labor in European countries, altho the United 
States boasts no great standing army. During the coming 
budget year 70.38 per cent of all national government ex- 
penditures will be for wars — past, present and future. As 
American imperialist ambitions materialize that burden will 
grow. The United States is a militarist nation. The ques- 
tion of disarmament is becoming a vital and burning problem 
for American labor. Across the broad expanse of the At- 
lantic, the workers and peasants of the Soviet Union, thru 
their government, will again and again tell the workers and 
farmers of this country how they ought to meet and solve 
this problem. They will again broadcast their plan to bring 
peace into the world. Let American labor give ear to these 
proposals.

TODAY, the December (Christmas) edition of the Painter 
and Decorator, the offloial organ of the Brotherhood of 
Painters, Decorators and Paperhtvngers of America, arrives. 
More than half of its spaoe Is given over to the report of the 
union's delegation to the October convention of tho Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor convention at Atlantic City. 

Anyone with scissors, paste and a lead pencil could have 
prepared this report in fifteen minutes from the official 
printed minutes of the A. F. of L. convention. 

The only ingenuity shown is In cutting out the reaction- 
ary speeches and printing them In full, while every semblanco 
of progress displayed at Atlantic City, is carefully censored. 

This report, that it typical of the accounts that all stand- 
pat delegations to the A. F. of L. convention are making to 
their organizations, comes at the same time that 130 trade 
union and "public officials" are banquetting Senator Robert 
M. LaFollette, Jr., in Washington. Lawrence Todd, the cap- 
itol representatives of the Federated Press, regales us with 
this information: 

"The keynote of the speeches and af the Istters read from absent 
Isbor executives, Including President Orson the American Federation 
of Labor, and Prealdent Robertson of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen. WAS A RENEWAL OF PLEDGES OF DEFENSE OF POPU- 
LAR RIGHTS In tha spirit of the first LaFollette." 

The membership of the Painters' Union, for instance, in 
common with the rank and file of other organizations, shou'cl 
know how their so-called "popular rights" are assassinated 
in the union.

ON WORLD COURT IN FIERCE 

SPEECH AGAINST ADVOCATES 



TODAY, the December (Christmas) edition of the Painter 
and Decorator, the official organ of the Brotherhood of 
Painters, Decorators and Paperhtvngers of America, arrives. 
More than half of its space Is given over to the report of the 
union's delegation to the October convention of the Amen- 
can Federation of Labor convention at Atlantic City. 

Anyone witK scissors, paste and a lead pencil could have 
prepared this report In fifteen minutes from the official 
printed minutes of the A. F. of L. convention. 

The only Ingenuity shown Is In cutting out the reaction- 
ary speeches and printing them In full, while every semblanco 
of progress displayed at Atlantic City is carefully censored. 

This report, that Is typical of the accounts that all stand- 
pat delegations to the A. F. of L. convention are making to 
their organizations, comes at the same time that 130 trade 
union and "public officials" are banquetting Senator Robert 
M. LaFollette, Jr., in Washington. Lawrence Todd, the cap- 
itol representatives of the Federated Press, regales us with 
this information: 

•The keynoto of the speeches snd of tho letters read from absent 
labor executives. Including President Oreen ot the American Federation 
of Labor, and Prealdent Robertson of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen. WAS A RENEWAL OF PLEDGES OF DEFENSE OF POPU- 
LAR RIGHTS in the aplrlt of ths first LaFollette." 

The membership of the Painters' Union, for instance, in 
common with the rank and file of other organizations, should 
know how their, so-called "popular rights" are assassinated 
in the union. 

President George F. Hedrick, the expulsionist, head of 
the painters, was chief of hi3 union's delegation at Atlintir;

The historic plea for world trade union unity, 
delivered by A. A. Purcell, of the British delegation, is dis- 
missed with seven critical lines. But President Green's cow- . 
ardly attack on Purcell, when the British delegate had no 
opportunity to reply, is also published in full, with special 
efforts being made to draw attention to it,

Thi3 is merely another example of how the labor offi- 
cialdom that talks about "popular rights" at banquets, pb.ys 
a Mussolini role in actual practice. It may be well to remem- 
ber that the painters' delegation, in addition to Hedrick. in- 
cluded Charles J. Lammert, general secretary-treasurer; 
Nick Smith. Local Union No. 19; P. H. Triggs, Local Union 
No. 257; John T. Doyle, Local Union No. 43; Charles J. 
Eisenring, Local Union No. 341, and Joseph F. Kelley. (al- 
ternate) first general vice-president. These names wero 
signed to the report that made a virtue of censorship thru 
the suppression of important developments at tho Atlantic 
City A. F. of L. convention. 

Tho painters' journal could well dispense with a few 
pages of jokes and bourgeois propaganda and conduct an 
open forum to contain the contributions of the union's mem- 
bers discussing vital problems. The rank and file must r.iisc 
and win this demand. It should lead to the exposure of the 
practices of the Hedrick outfit and prepare the way for the 
day when at least a strong minority will sit in the delog:- •,!•■>:> 
of the painters' union at A. F. of L. conventions.

TODAY, the "franc statesmen" in Paris are considering 
another plan for saving French currency. The proposi- 
tion looks like a mortgage on French industry. The French 
capitalists, who seem to favor this latest panacea, are evi- 
dently willing to Impose this "Dawes plan" upon themselves, 
in order to save their precious profits, before Morgan and 
other international bankers in Wall Street, do it for them. 

The suggestion first came from the textile barons of 
northern France. It is proposed to pawn the assets of 
French industry for a loan of $400,000,000 to satisfy the 
rapacious needs of the nation's internal debt, that barks 
ceaselessly like a devouring wolf at the door of France's 
treasury. It is declared the metal and pottery interests join 
in support of the plan." 

When the French capitalists talk of pawning the assets 
of French industry, they mean that they are merely pawn- 
ing their ability and pow«r s to exploit the French working 
class. Without the workers. securely harnessed to the cap- 
italist industrial machine, the so-called '•mortgage" wouldn't 
be worth the paper it is written on. 

It is only the increasing amount of wealth stolen from 
German labor that satisfies the demands of the Dawes plan. 

French capitalists, attempting to aid their own govern- 
ment out of its financial difficulties, will in turn demand new 
aid in increasing the exploitation of the French workers; 
thru cutting wages, worsening labor conditions, increasing 
the length of the workday and increasing the cost of living 
necessities. They will ask and receive "favors'." 

This means a bitterer life imposed upon the whole 
French working class; worse even than in Germany, because 
French imperialism has wars to pay for in Africa and tho 
Near East. 

During these past few days there has been a regular 
tital wave of propaganda, sweeping thru the profit press, 
narrating tho "great success" of the Dawes plan in Germany. 
Morgan's man, Gilbert Parker, talks like a press agent for 
the combined Barnum and Bailey and Ringling Bros, cir-- 
cus. According to his story, the sunrise of capitalist pros- 
perity dawns over Germarfy. No republican or democratic 
campaign orator could do better*. ' 

But the facts are against Morgan's agent. During the 
last half of November the number of unemployed in Ger- 
many increased more than 50 per cent. Nearly 700.000 un- 
employed were receiving state aid on Dec. 1st, with the 
likelihood that the figures would soon reach tho million 
mark. The Dawe-.-Morgan plan turned Germany into a 
nation of coolies, but it found no additional markets for Ger- 
man industry. Germany will not be able to meet the increas- 
ing reparations demands. 

Capitalism may put heavier chains upon the limbs of 
French labor, cheapening and increasing production, but it 
is also faced with the problem of finding markets \for its 
goods. \ 

Thus Germany and France are again at each other's 
throats in spite of .all the beautiful language of the Locarno 
pacts. The smouldering conflict between the mark and the 
franc still smokes, with its threat of breaking forth at any 
moment into the raging fires of war. 

Germany proposes martial law and a dictatorship to 
meet its industrial crisis. That is only a confession that the 
nation faces civil war. France drifts toward the brink of 
the same chasm. There is no power, not even in the House 
of Morgan, that can stay the downfall of the mark-franc 
system on both sides of the Rhine.

Pres. Green, of A.F.ofL. 
Took Two Months to Get 
Out Letter to Aid Miners

TODAY; William Cr«en, prwident of th.|Amorlcan Federa- 
tion of Labor, finally letuee an appeal to all affiliated or- 
ganization* to contribute fund* for the itriklng anthracite 
coal miners in Pennsylvania. 

Thi» it an example of the efficiency of the Green regime 
in control of American organized labor. It has taken two 
months for Compers' successor to write this letter. 

It was two months ago, while the sunshine and warmth 
of October days were still beaming over Atlantic City, that 
the A. F. of L. convention by unanimous vote, all delegates 
rising to their feet, decided to come to the aid of the striking 
miners. 

Then the convention adjourned. The delegates went 
back to the bickerings of their various international unions. 
President Green, according to all reports, went on tour ad- 
dressing chambers of commerce and other organizations of 
the business interests, pleading for "peace," for "friendly 
relations" between the workers and their bosses. He com- 
pletely ignored the great industrial war, a crisis in the Amer- 
ican labor movement, that is raging in the Pennsylvania hard 
coal fields. To be sure, the A. F. of L. office in Washington 
sent out a printed' copy of the address delivered at Atlantic 
City by President John L. Lewis, of the miners' union. This 
went to "the press" and came from the office of Secretary 
Frank Morrison. But that was all. White paper, even with 
ink on it, doesn't feed hungry strikers and their families. 

This is just another act in the bitter tragedy showing 
how the present leadership of organized labor does not func- 
tion in the industrial struggle that rages continuously in spite 
of Green's class-collaborating orations. 

The capitalist press has carefully spread the lie that the 
anthracite strikers are "rich and prosperous," that they have 
bulging bank accounts and big automobiles, that they are 
enjoying the "vacation" the strike has brought them. Per- 
haps the officialdom believes this stuff. That is one explana- 
tion of their inactivity. 

But the Scranton, Pa., Republican, dated Dec. 19. 1925. 
has just arrived, and over a news dispatch from Pittston, one 
of the biggest mining centers, there appears the headline: 
"SOUP KITCHEN LINE-UP IS INCREASED TO SIX HUN- 
DRED"; "PITTSTON LODGE OF ELKS TO INVESTIGATE 
SITUATION IN CITY TO DETERMINE EXTENT OF 
ACTUAL NEED EXISTINC." The item follows:

It is not knowVi how many of those hungry children 
come from the families of striking coal miners. But it is a 
crime that a capitalist sheet is able to publish such a news 
article, flaunting in the face of the workers their own misery, 
that must be relieved by the charity of business interests, 
dispensed under the direction of the local chamber of com. 
•merce. 

If some of these starving children come from the fam- 
ilies of workers in other trades, made idle thru the strike, 
then the crime of the American Federation of Labor and its 
affiliated international unions is all the greater. The big fact 
that is certain is that all these hungry boys and girls are the 
children of the working class. They are not the children of 
the coal barons and their well-paid henchmen. 

It is also certain that the sight of their children going 
hungry has a demoralizing effect on the striking miners. 
This is a good time of the year to organized relief commit- 
tees, based upon the trade unions, In every city in the land, to 
furnish relief for today's vanguard In the American indus- 
trial war — the anthracite coal miners of Pennsylvania.

TODAY, another flash of light streaks across the dark 
' places in Wall Street's government in Washington, show- 
ing how the dollar dictatorship operates. ' 

The rampaging Senator Blease, of South Carolina, 
kicked up another foul-smelling old party dunghill when he 
exposed the fact that the republican president. Coolidge, had 
ontered into a "deal" with the democratic senator. Under- 
wood, of Alabama, to pad the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, that is making discriminating freight rates in favor 
of the non-union coal miners of the south, with some more 
ultra-reactionaries. 

The revelations should give another body blow to the 
pet "balance of power" theories, not only of the LaFollette- 
reactionary farmers' bloc in congress, but also of the official- 
dom of the American Federation of Labor, which makes it 
the basis of its "non-partisan" policy inherited from the re- 
gime of Sam Compers. 

Coolidge definitely develops his plan of winning, not only 
the unity of his own party in congress, but of allying with 
this power all available democrats. The present exposure 
shows how ptaces of prestige are used to win over susceptible 
democrats in this case Underwood, perennial presidential pos- 
sibility on the democratic ticket. Coolidge uses this added 
strength, as has been repeatedly shown, to beat his own in- 
surging party members in congress into line. 

The case now in the limelight is typical. Two places are 
open on the powerful interstate commerce commission. The 
senate in its last session held up the confirmation of Thomas 
L. Woodlock, of New York, but Coolidge, nevertheless, gave 
him a recess appointment. It must now come up for ap- 
proval. Coolidge still sticks by Woodlock. In order to have 
his appointment confirmed. Coolidge calls Senator Under- 
wood to the White House and asks that he fill the other va- 
cancy, thus winning democratic support. 

Underwood does not resent this approach. He does not 
stand defiantly on the sacred principles of Jefferson and 
Jackson. All party pride is laid aside. Ho grabs at the op- 
portunity to get his man on the I. C. C. He suggested Richard 
V. Taylor, of Mobile, in his home state, and the suggestion is 
accepted. Taylor is mayor of Mobile, just as "open shop" 
as other industrial centers of the solid south. For nearly a 
quarter of a century he was manager of the Mobile and 
Ohio railroad. Cities in the reactiomry south know where 
to get their mayors, and when Coolidge picks one of them 
for a job under his republican administration, he knows it is 
difficult to find anyone more conservative. 

Thus the republican-democratic compact in congress 
grows. The "balance of power" theory is based on the sup- 
position that republicans and democrats are opposed to each 
other, and that a small bloc can exercise influence by swing- 
ing its vote back and forth between them. The A. F. of L. 
"non-partisan" idea is also based on the idea that its bloc of 
"friends" can exercise influence in the same way. Coolidge 
is effectually shattering that fond dream. Underwood may 
indignantly deny the' latest "deal" with Coolidge. But there 
it stands.

Propaganda for Dawes Plan 

The press of the United States has for weeks been carrying 
stories purporting to describe the economic conditions in Germany. 
An analysis of the reports reveals the most astonishing falsification. 
According to these reports Germany is steadily rising from (be ruins 
of the world war and its aftermath that sent the mark crashing In 
such low levels that it became utterly' worthiest 

As a matter of fact the Dawes plan tor Germany, which was an 
Inventory of the industrial resources of the country and a survey of 
the degree of exploitation that could be imposed upon German labor, 
had the effect when ihe first heavy loans were floated of slightly 
reviving industry. Hut no sooner was the plan made operative than 
the Inherent contradictions of capitalism showed that the Dawes 
plan itself would produce a serious European crisis. 

England participated in the Dawes plan because she hoped that 
if Germany were forced to pay enormous sums lo the debtor nations 
she could not sell her industrial products low enough to compete with 
'British industry. The. United "States wanted to revive German in- 
dustry so that country would furnish a place for investments of bank 
capital. Whereas Britain utilized the scheme with one object, the 
United States had an opposing motive.
